He derives this confident 
expectation, under the blessings of Providence, from the unexampled 
zeal of his subjects, in forming themselves to the use of aims, and 
their undiminished cheerfulness in submitting to the extraordinary 
burdens which public exigencies have occasioned.

" His majesty feels a similar confidence in your attachment ; 
his attention will be always extended to your safety and protection, 
and he doubts not that he shall receive such support from your libera- 
lity, as will enable him to fulfil those objects ivith the smallest pos- 
sible burden to the subjects of the United Kingdom, who are already 
so deeply charged by the expences of a war, which, if disastrous to 
Great- Britain, must necessarily be so to Jamaica.

general, to the clerk of the vestry of the parish wherein such lands are situate, 
for '-the purpose of being again inserted in the rolls : And in case of a similar 
default in payment hereafter, the same proceedings shall again be instituted and 
proceeded in : 

" And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that within one month 
after judgment shall be obtained in respect <jf any arrears of land-tax, the said 
receiver-general shall give notice, by public advertisement in the Royal Gazette, 
that, if the amount of such arrears and costs are not paid before the expiration 
fif months, he will then proceed to sell the same; and he is hereby- 

directed and empowered to sell the same by public outcry, to the highest and 
best bidder, at some convenient time and place to be mentioned in the said ad- 
vertisement, and to convey the same to the purchaser or purchasers on receiving 
the consideration-money offered: And it is hereby declared, that a conveyance 
by the receiver-general under this act, with a receipt for the consideration- 
money, shall be a good, valid, and effectual conveyance to such purchaser or 
purchasers, for all lands so sold, and shall be a final bar to the title of the former 
ewner or owners of such lands, or those claiming under liim, her, or them : Pro- 
vided 
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Tided always nevertheless, that if the said land shall sell for more than the' 
money so due for taxes and all expences, the proprietor or proprietors, or those' 
claiming under him, her, or them, shall be entitled to receive the surplus, if it 
shall be applied for within three years after such salp, or proving title, to the 
satisfaction of the commissioners appointed or to be appointed by law to settle 
the public .accounts, who, on being so satisfied, shall give directions to the 
receiver-general to pay the said surplus; and if no such claim shall be made 
within three years after sueh sale, the right to tbe said monies shall be for ever 
foreclosed, and the same shall be applied to"" the use of the public, in aid of the 
land-tax: Provided, that infants, women under coverture, persons of nonsane 
mind and memory, shall have a right to claim and receive the said money so 
applied to the use of the public, at any time within three years after their respec- 
tive disability shall have ceased or been removed : Provided also, that nothing 
in this act contained shall extend, or be eonstrued to extend, to bar the rights of 
any person or persons entitled in reversion, remainder, or expectaney; but that 
all and every such person sp entitled in reversion, remainder, or expectancy, 
shall be at liberty to proseeute sueh rights within three years after his, her, or 
their title shall accrue-: 

" And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that no person in pos- 
session of such lands, by virtue of sueh sale as aforesaid, shall be liable for mesne 
profits to any person or persons entitled in reversion, remainder, or expectancy, 
until after judgment in ejeetment shall be actually recovered by the party so 
entitled, unless such party or parties shall make the elaim, and if resisted bring 
an action in ejeetment, within months after his, her, or their title shall 

have accrued, in which ease if he, she, or they shall recover in ejeetment, an 
action for mesne profits from the time of bringing such ejeetment shall lie and 
may be maintained ; any law, eustom, or usage, to the contrary in any wise' 
notwithstanding :" 

And another motion being made, that the said amendment be received this 
day three months ; 

And the question being put on the latter motion; 

It was resolved in the affirmative : 
Ordered, 

That the said bill, with the amendments reported 'by the committee, be en- 
grossed, and that the title be, " An~act for raising a tax on land within this 
idayid, and applying the same to the.pwblic service."

" That he has made it his business to investigate the said road in a very parti- 
cular manner, and also requested the testimony of respeetable gentlemen, locally 
acquainted therewith, and humbly presumes to say that many parts of the 
road. can only be made permanent by at once putting a substantial pavement 
thereon, so as to resist the torrents of rain that so frequently prevail in that, part 

of 
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of the "country, rendering it difficult and almost impossible to provide the valu- 
able post of Maroon- Town with the necessaries of life : 

" That he has done every thing in his power to promote the improvement 
. of this part of the road, having procured for himself the appointment of way- 
warden thereon ; t>ut that its n,^nd situation producing little advantage to 
the parish, the vestry have been pleased to grant but very inconsiderable allot- 
ments for its repair, which are scarcely adequate to bill the bushes and keep the 
tracli open."

A petition of the cus'tos, magistrates, freeholders, and inhabitants of Hanover Petition from the c«« 
■was presented to the house, and read, reciting the petition from the planters, tos ' 
merchants, traders, and inhabitants of the parish of St. Ann, presented to the 
house on the 23d November, 1803, and its proceedings thereon during last ses- ■ 
sion, and setting forth, 

" That they are informed, that in consequence of the said application, the 
lords of trade and plantations have it in contemplation to remove the custom- 
house and free-port of entry from Lucea to St.- Ann's Bay : 

" That, without attempting to controvert or interfere with the wishes or pro- 
gress of any other parish, they desire merely to state the calamitous tendency of 
the present measure towards themselves - : 

"That, upon the establishment of four ports of entry and clearance in this 
island, in addition to the only one previously held in the town of Kingston, 
Lucea (from its situation and natural advantages) was selected as the most pro- 
per place for one of them, and very shortly after the privileges of a free-port 
were granted to it : 

" That the parish of Hanover at that period only shipped about four thousand 
hogsheads of sugar, but from the encouragement thus held out cultivation rapidly 
increased, and it now ships annually fourteen thousand hogsheads, besides various 
other products, to the mother-country ; and many very respectable merchants and 
other individuals have been induced to establish themselves at Lucea, where they 
have erected, at a large expence, stores, warehouses, aud wharves, for the purpose 
of carrying on trade with the Spanish colonies, which has been very beneficial 
■to Great-Britain, in disposing of large quantities of her manufactures, and to 
this parish in particular, where, few grazing farms or pens for the breeding of 
cattle being established, great numbers. of these animals, so necessary for sugar- 
estates, have been annually imported from the Spanish colonies, together with 
large quantities of mahogany, fustic, hides, and tortoise-shell, that are shipped 
to Great-Britain : 

" That the different individuals who have, under the sanction of these esta- 
blishments wud privileges of the port, liberally expended their capital for carrying 
on the Spanish trade, and other business which has consequently arisen, would, 
by the transferring of the custom-house and free-port to another place, instantly 
be deprived of all benefit from such expenditure, and must inevitably sus- 
tain very great loss and inlury by the deprivation of the privileges they have 
R «« 
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so long enjoyed ; and that, while the measure would have the certain effect of 
destroying the prosperity of the disfranchised port, and occasion great incon- 
venience to the leeward part of the island, it cannot be made apparent that an 
adequate benefit to the community at large would result from its adoption : 

" That their harbour, one of the finest in the West-Indies, affords safety and 
protection to vessels of all descriptions, as well against the attempts of an 
enemy as against the hurricanes and north winds, to which this coast is so much 
exposed : 

" That they are informed and do believe that the commanders of bis majesty's 
ships and vessels on this station arc instructed not to come to anchor for any 
time, and especially uot to refit, except in the ports of Port- Antonio and Lucea, 
all others on this coast being either open roadsteads or at best harbours simply 
protected against the sea by a reef of rocks ; but that Lucea, being to the lee- 
ward of all of them, affords at all times safety and protection to the vessels that 
may be blown out of them, or may otherwise meet with distress on the coast, 
with the addition of the advantage they have hitherto had, under these circum- 
stances, of making the necessary entrance and clearance." 

And praying for relief. 
Ordered, 

That the above petition be referred to Mi-. Malcolm, Mr. Stewart (of Tre- 
lawny), Mr. Scarlett, Mr. Shand, and Mr. Perry; that they inquire into the 
allegations therein set forth, and report the facts, with their opinion thereon, to 
the house.

" That some of the said slaves are already considerably advaneed in years, 
and will therefore be daily decreasing in value, and there are no more than two 
females among them : 

" That- the said Robert Shepheard is very anxious that his daughter, the said 
Mary Maria Shepheard, should reeeive her education in England : 

" That they humbly eoneeive it will promote the welfare and advantage of 
the said infant Mary Maria Shepheard, considering the nature of the said trust 
property, if the same were sold and disposed of, and the monies to arise there- 
from invested in the purehase of island seeurity, or plaeed in the funds of Great-

Mr. Taylor, from the committee appointed to inquire into -the steps whic 
have been taken, in the* parliament of the United Kingdom of Great-Britain and ^ 
Ireland, to abolish the slave-trade; -into the measures adopted for equalizing the £ 
duties on sugar imported from the East-Indies and from the British colonies, d 
and the additional imposts which have been laid on our principal staples ; to 
consider the effects which these measures have produced, and are likely to pro- 
duce, on the agriculture and commerce of this country directly, and indirectly 
.on .the manufactures and ti'ade of the mother-country ; and to report the facts, 
with their -opinion of the steps which ought to be pursued by the house in the 
■distressed situation -to which the island is reduced, reported, 

That, in obedience to the orders of the house, they proceeded to collect the 
information which appeared most material, and could be procured, on the seve- 
ral important subjects to which the house had been pleased to direct their atten- 
tion, and- to give their most serious -consideration to the effects produced, or 
likely to ensue, from the measures they are about to detail. 

Pursuing these inquiries in the order pointed out by the house, they find 
-that no measures-for a direct abolition of the slave-trade were taken in the im- 
perial parliament, from- its meeting, until the last session, when a bill was pre- 
sented by Mr. Wilberforce to the House "of Commons, entitled,' " An act- for 
the abolition of the slave-trade at a time to be limited." This bill passed the 
House of Commons on the 27th of June, and was, the day following, sent to the 
House of Lords,- and- read a first time. 

On the 3d of July, the day appointed for the second reading,, a motion was 
made and carried, for postponing such secondi-eading for three months. The 
object of this bill was thus defeated for the present ; but there is reason to believe 
that the measure will again be attempted early in the next session of parliament. 

By the bill, as it passed the House of Commons, the abolition was to take 
place from the ist day of January, 1805; the reason assigned in the preamble 
of the intended act being, that the slave-trade is contrary to the principles of 
justice and humanity. 

The committee are, however, well informed that, -although the House of Com-' 
mons contented themselves with this general preamble, the members who introduc- 
ed and supported the bill were as copious, as has been us-ual 011 former occasions, 
in their misrepresentations, mis-statements of facts, and their abuse of the holders 
of West-India properties ; a procedure to which they should not have called tha 
attention of this house, but that it seems to have had a most extraordinary influ- 
ence on. that body, and, at the very moment they were appealing to the prin- 
ciple, induced them to swerve from that even-handed justice, which delights to 
listen with candour to the claims made on it by all parties, to investigate them, 
with patience, and abhors sacrificing the rights and welfare of one set of men, 
under the idea of administering justice to another. The bill contemplates no 
immolation Of our rights at the shrine of pretended humanity, no deviation from 
justice in the deterioration of our properties, without compensation, without in- 
-quiry, without-even the last consolation, seldom withheld from the oppressed or 
-unfortunate,, a patient hearing of their grievances and complaints. 

It is proper to state, that our interests were not neglected on this occasion. 
A petition was presented to the House of Commons by Edmund Puscy Lyon, 

esquire. 
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esquire, the agent for this island, deprecating the agitation of the question; 
setting forth the rights of the coloniststo enjoy their estates and property, . ac- 
quired under the sanction of law, and the fullest confidence in the good faith of 
the British legislature ; stating, briefly, the injury and ruin likely to be brought 
on the inhabitants of this island, from depriving them of a supply of African 
labourers ; and praying that the bill might not pass into a law, and to be heard 
by counsel. A similar petition was presented by the planters, merchants, 
mortgagees, annuitants, and others interested in the British West-India colonies. 

On the report of the bill, counsel were called in, and Mr. Pigott was heard. 
After opening the case, he offered to prove it, and proposed to* commence with 
the evidence of lord Balcarres, whose opportunities of acquiring valuable in- 
formation it were superfluous to state. The counsel were ordered to withdraw 
and the House of Commons came to what the committee must be permitted to 
call the very singular resolution of rejecting all evidence, assuming, as they are 
informed, that no new facts, to vary the aspect of our case, had occurred, ex- 
cept such as were matter of public notoriety, and that they were in possession 
of a sufficient body of evidence as to the state of the main question ; alluding 
as the committee presume, to the allegations and assertions, not verified by oath, 
on which a similar procedure of the House was grounded, twelve years before. 

The general allegation of the slave-trade being contrary to the principles of 
justice and humanity, has been so often considered, so fully discussed, by re- 
flecting men in Great-Britain and by special committees of the House of As- 
sembly here, that it is perhaps unnecessary to enter on the subject at present. 
The particular accusations of oppression, without the means of redress, of ava- 
ricious and unfeeling rigour exercised towards our slaves, unrestrained by a 
sense of interest or the dictates of humanity, heaped upon the inhabitants of the 
British West-India colonies, have been repelled and refuted by such irrefragable 
evidence, that they can now make little impression, except on the prejudiced' 
and uninformed. 

So ingenious is the malice of our adversaries, that, when driven from this 
first and leading ground of an application for an abolition of the slave-trade and 
of slavery, they have endeavoured to turn the vindication to our destruction, 
by alleging that we shall sustain no injury from withholding a supply of African 
labourers, our present stock being sufficient to keep up the population and car- 
ry on our plantations. Another postulatum assumed is, that no new facts have 
occurred, which should induce the legislature of the United Kingdom even to 
pause and inquire, whether this important measure is of doubtful efficacy in the 
eye of justice and humanity, repugnant to sound and enlarged policy, and de- 
structive of the clearest rights of the -colonists. A third position, advanced by 
the highest authority, is, that a continued importation of Africans, and an aug- 
mentation of the negro population, must increase the disproportion between the 
inhabitants of free condition and the enslaved negroes, and add to the danger of 
the. former from insurrections and alL their fatal' train of consequences. 

The committee, with great deference, presume to entertain a different opi- 
nion, and, as it is founded partly on local information, which cannot have fallen 
within the view of those who are called to decide this question and the future 
fate of this country, they shall take leave, to submit a, few observations on these 
heads, and on the claim of the proprietors of West-India plantations to an in- 
quiry intp their losses and full compensation, should the parliament of the United 
.Kingdom finally doom their estates to decay and destruction. 

They 
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They find that the first proposition for an abolition of the slave-trade greatly 
.alarmed the planters of this island, and the subsequent and repeated discussions 
of the question have continued to agitate their minds, and greatly retarded the 
prosperity of the country. , Persons of cautious tempers and timid dispositions 
have declined embarking in agricultural speculations, or trusting their capitals 
in loan to those valuable men engaged in this most useful of all pursuits. Under 
these disadvantages and difficulties, and others of no less magnitude hereafter to 
be touched on, the cultivation of the country has been extended, and the. 
produce greatly augmented. On an average of four years immediately after 
these discussions began, and ending with 1791, the quantity of sugar exported 
from thc'island was 84,348 hogsheads, 9164 tierces, and 1364 barrels, equal to 
00,658 hogsheads. For four years, ending the 30th September, 1804, the ave- 
rage annual export has been 115,883 hogsheads, 14,684 tierces, and 2275 bar- 
rels, or 126,028 hogsheads, being an increase of 35,470 hogsheads, although, 
during three of the said years, the crops have been diminished by severe 
droughts. 

Considerable as has been' the increase iu the quantity of sugar, it is to coflce 
we must look for the great and permanent advantages, which have accrued to 
-this island and to the mother-country, from the importation of African labourers, 
for the last twelve years. Previous to. 1783, the coflce raised in Jamaica was 
under 500,000/fo. and had for some time" been decreasing. In that year, 6d. 
per lb. was taken from the excise. This moderate encouragement soon doubled 
the former quantity. 

It was not, however, .until the calamitous situation of St. Domingo gave a 
prospect of an extensive foreign market, that the attention of the planters of 
this island was seriously directed to the cultivation of a staple, which had so 
much contributed to the prosperity of their neighbours. For four years, ending 
with 1791, the average exportation had advanced to 1,653,066/ta. annually. In 
the four years, ending the 30th September, 1S04, the exportation amounted to 
69,293, 662/fa. or 17, 323,41 $lbs. per annum; and, during the last of these years, 
was22,o63,f)8o/fo. 

It is admitted that many of the plantations, on which this article is cultivated, 
are in their infancy ; that three or four years elapse befcre returns can be ex- 
pected ; and that very few have yet been brought to that productive state which 
they will speedily attain, if not cramped in the usual supply of African labourers, 
or discouraged by other restrictions. 

When the quantity of waste laud fit for the production cf coffee is considered, 
and the progress made under accumulated hardships, we sec no reason to doubt, 
that the quantity raised within this island may be brought to equal that exported 
from St. Domingo in its most flourishing state, .and are confident that the pro- 
duce of the last year will at no distant day be doubled. Assuming only that 
the settlements already formed, when carried to the highest state oficultivation, 
will yield 44,000,000/65. a new article of commerce has been created, which 
Great-Britain will re-export (for unfortunately very little is consumed within the 
kingdom), and valued' at 61. per cwt. a price far less than is at present paid by 
the foreign purchaser, it will add to the general balance of her trade no less a sum 
than 2,640,000/. will load 55 ships measuring 19,000 tons, and give employ- 
ment to nearly 1000 seamen. 

By an abolition of the slave-trade these advantages must be given up : The 
sugar-plantations, if aifiicted with no other calamity, will gradually sink belrw 
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the production in 1791, whilst the short-lived prosperity of the coffee-planter 
will be instantaneously arrested, and his flattering hopes of independence con- 
verted into a fatal certainty of bankruptcy to his creditors, and ruin to himself 
and his family. 

Although the subject might well justify it, this is not the language of decla- 
mation, but a mere indication of consequences, inevitable and demonstrable. 

It is matter of public notoriety, that hardly any of the colfee-plantations are 
fully settled. Several years are required to bring the trees to maturity ; very 
little labour will keep the plantation in proper cultivation, until the important 
lune arrives when the berries must be picked and cured. The number of la- 
bourers previously sufficient must then be rapidly augmented, or the whole 
fruit of the capital sunk. 

Although it might be expedient to provide and settle the negroes earlier, yet 
there is no doubt of the practice being otherwise, from an impossibility of ob- 
taining the necessary credit, until the prospect of repayment is at hand. 

An additional number of labourers, equal to all at this moment employed on 
the coffee-estates, will be required to cultivate, them with effect and advantage, 
and, unless these are supplied, inevitable destruction will ensue. The commit- 
tee beg leave to observe, that no care or attention to the welfare and increase 
of the negroes can prevent these consequences. They may increase in number, 
but the effective labourers must diminish ; the coffee-plantations, haying been 
settled, or at least carried to their present state of prosperity, within the last 
twelve years, are cultivated by Africans, almost all purchased within that pe- 
riod, and yet in the prime of life. 

, A planter with an hundred such negroes may probably work eighty of the 
number. Twenty years "hence, supposing his people to increase, by births be- 
yond the deaths, to one hundred and twenty, he will not be able to work more 
than from thirty to forty able hands ; the rest will consist of invalids, the aged 
past labour, and children not yet fit for it. Should fifty additional labourers be 
purchased, the work of the one hundred and seventy will not be more than the 
first hundred could perform ; the produce and return to the proprietor will be much 
less, not only from the expence of taxes, medical care, feeding and clothing the 
larger number, but because his fields will be more sterile, and require higher 
cultivation and additional care to yield an equal return. 

The committee have thought it material to point out the new and critical si- 
tuation of the coffee-planter, and shall not enter so much at length on the con- 
sequences to the cultivator of sugar.' They have been often well represented, 
and those who have inquired and reflected cannot doubt that the crops will 
soon be reduced by the operation of the same causes. In one very important 
view, his state is worse than that of the growers of the lesser staples. 

It has been said, that when raising of -sugar becomes unprofitable, he may 
turn his attention and industry to other productive articles. 

No person acquainted with West-Indian agriculture could' have hazarded such 
an assertion. To say nothing of sacrificing the large proportion of capital in- 
vested in the Works, and expensive utensils adapted for the peculiar processes of 
sugar-boiling and distillation, it is well known that lands, long employed for 
raising canes, are unfit for the profitable cultivation of any article exported from 
this island. Coffee must be established in virgiivsoil, and cotton will not thrive 
on some, lands the best adapted for the growth of canes. In many places even 
^rass cannot be raised on old fields worn out with the production of sugar. The 

cultivation 
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cultivation of this staple, once elected, must be persevered in, nor can it be 
reduced below a certain scale, without inevitable loss. 

The expence of the establishment of a small plantation, in several important 
articles, differs little from that of the largest. What the last may support swallows 
up the whole produce of the first. The committee may here observe, that it is 
to this peculiarity in sugar-cultivation that much of the augmented production 
is owing. Far from being, in all cases, a symptom of prosperity, extending 
plantations is not unfrequently a paroxysm of despair. Seeing that unless his 
estate can be brought up to a certain scale, no profit can be expeetcd, the plan- 
ter borrows to the utmost of his credit, attains at last the quantity looked for, 
but has the mortification to find that a new duty and decreased price place him 
in the same distressed situation, from which he had made a struggle to emerge. 
It follows, that if you deprive the sugar-planter of the means of keeping up 
the produce of his estate to a certain quantity, by assisting his old exhausted 
fields with high cultivation by means of additional labour, you doom him to 
destruction ; for when he must give up planting canes, no alternative remains 
but to permit his works to go to decay, and his lands to be overrun with weeds 
and bushes ; his negroes must be sold to a more fortunate neighbour, if, as is 
more usual in such cases, the sheriff be not ready to take them in execution 
for a debt, which their utmost value is unable to satisfy. 

The course of this discussion leads the committee to call the attention of the 
house to the assertion, that a continuation of the present trade with Africa, by 
augmenting the number of slaves, would increase the disproportion between them 
and the inhabitants of free condition, and add to the danger of the colony. The 
consequences which followed the large importation of negroes into St. Domin- 
go, before the desolation of that unfortunate island, are produced as an instance 
in point, and predicated of an equally rapid augmentation of our slaves. It 
would be easy to shew that the troubles of St. Domingo were in no degree oc- 
casioned by the recently imported Africans : They originated in the bosom of 
the legislature of the mother-country. The native Africans were not even the 
immediate instruments of those who lighted the torch of discord and death in 
that onee happy country, but with their masters have been the victims of ill- 
timed discussions and insane decrees. 

Waving this inquiry for the present, the committee will content themselves 
with assigning the reasons for their belief, that very different consequences are, 
likely to ensue here from those predicted by speculative declaimed unac- 
quainted with local circumstances, if not misled by designing enemies. 

It is admitted that the disproportion between the slaves and the inhabitants of 
free condition is one great danger arising from the state of the West-India 
population ; but the committee cannot allow that this disparity is likely to be 
augmented, by a continuance of the trade with Africa, or by a positive increase 
in the number of labourers from importation. The great source of the inequa- 
lity is the number of estates belonging to proprietors resident in Great-I'ritain : 
A few, long settled there, enjoying the fortunes acquired by their ancestors in ■ 
better times : Some for the education of their families, or from the state of their 
health : One agent often represents many absentees, and is desired to carry on 
the cultivation of their plantations with the smallest number cf white people 
possible, from motives of eeonomy. 

Of late years those gentlemen have not been purchasers of many additional 
negroes ; Alarmed by the measures of which they are witnesses in Grcy-t-Biitain, 

and 
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instances been cultivated at a loss, they have carefully avoided adding to an un- 
productive capital, and pressed their managers for immediate returns, to accu- 
mulate something in Great-Britain, to stop the clamours of creditors, or for 
their own immediate subsistence. 

The Africans imported have been distributed amongst tradesmen, jobbers 
overseers, or persons employed in cultivating the smaller staples : A few have 
fallen into the hands of enterprising sugar-planters of moderate fortune, resident 
within the island, in some instances settling new, in more extending and im- 
proving old estates-; but the great body have been employed in opening lands 
theretofore of little value, and establishing coffee-plantations, of which the rapid 
increase and thriving situation have been before mentioned. Although the ab- 
solute number of slaves has increased, the relative proportion of free inhabitants 
remains much greater than it would have been, had no Africans' been imported. 

The only means by which that most useful body of men, the overseers and 
book-keepers on plantations, can acquire a competence, is by purchasing a few 
negroes (at first generally hired by their employers on liberal terms), and gra- 
dually adding to the number, until equal to commencing a settlement. Take 
away this sole mode of acquiring an establishment, and you drive from the 
country the most enterprising and intelligent. In future you would expect in 
vain adventurers of the description who have lately resorted to the island and 
superintend plantations — young men of decent families, of, good morals, and in 
many instances of liberal educations. 

The situations in which the negroes recently imported' have been settled, and 
the manner hi which they have been employed, have greatly conduced, and arc 
daily adding, to the safety of the country. Established chiefly on the moun- 
tains in the interior, they have cleared of wood, and covered with coffee-trees 
and provisions, extensive tracts, formerly a shelter for fugitives from plantations, 
or hunting-grounds for maroons. Great roads of general communication have 
been opened, and are every where intersected by smaller branches leading to 
the different settlements. Troops may be marched with facility, and act with 
effect, in places lately covered with impervious forests. The immense powers 
which civilized man derives from science and tactics can be brought to his aid, 
in- place of contesting single-handed in solitary haunts, where, all advantages are 
on the side of his savage adversary. Let any one who doubts these positions turn 
to the annals of our late maroon warfare, and consider maturely if the country 
Las been endangered by the importation of labourers from Africa within the last 
twelve years, and declare dispassionately whether twice the number, so settled 
and properly superintended by a due proportion of white inhabitants, would' 
not have greatly added to the public safety. 

If ever a crisis pregnant with danger to the island shall approach from the re- 
lative disproportion of the free and enslaved inhabitants, it will be when a de- 
reliction of the slave-trade by Great-Britain, whilst it is continued and encou- 
raged by other nations, shall drive our best tradesmen, most enterprisho- over- 
seers, and smaller settlers, to the foreign colonies, or the southern part of the 
United States, and convert their moderate but thriving plantations, which at 
present add to the strength, salubrity, and wealth of the country, into haunts 
for runaways and thieves, whilst their negroes will be purchased by a few over- 
grown proprietors, who alone have the means of paying for them ; when, for 
the reasons already assigned, a further supply to the white population cannot

be expected, when roads of communication and intersection can no longer be 
Tcept open in the interior, when we can have no effective militia, no interme- 
diate body between the enslaved negroes and the opulent proprietor resident in 
Great-Britain, represented by an agent assisted with a few indented servants 
when the population of the towns shall have declined with the prosperity of the 
country. Then, indeed ! the worst evils, vaticinated by the advocates for an 
abolition, will be at no great distance, and, like many other predictions, wiU 
complete and assure their own accomplishment. 

The injustice and inhumanity of purchasing slaves in Africa, and the expe- 
diency of continuing in a state of bondage the negroes born -in our colonies 
until they shall be gradually fitted to receive emancipation, is a distinction much 
too refined for the understandings of the latter; but they will have no difficulty 
in apprehending that the great country of the Bocaras (or white inhabitants) 
lave rtfused to permit their masters to purchase more slaves, and would give them 
jreedom, awe it not opposed by their owners. 

Thev will soon sec that the situation in which the island is placed invites them 
to assist the wishes of their friends, before the delusion shall vanish ; and, in 
such circumstances, the struggle will not be long, although the catastrophe will 
be terrible ! 

Whilst we turn from it with horror, shall we use no means to avert such ca- 
lamities? And must we submit to be told coolly by those who are without its 
verge, and little involved even in its consequences, that, blinded by prejudice 
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and avarice, we know nothing about our own affairs. 

The committee hope that, when the subject -is again under -review in, the 
imperial parliament, the House of Commons, if they entertain a question, the 
very discussion of which is pregnant with the greatest mischief to 11s, will enter 
on it in a different temper, and will admit that, as Britons, bearing faithful 
allegiance to our king, and zealously attached to our country, we brought with 
us inherent rights to the full enjoyment of property lawfully acquired" That 
these rights, if they could not be strengthened, were, by royal proclamations and 
charters, recognised to exist undiminished in our new situation as colonists : 
That, by repeated acts of parliament, inducements and encouragements haw 
been held forth, on the faith of which an immense mass of property has been 
invested in the West-Indian islands, for the cultivation of staples highly advan- 
tageous to the empire, often with little profit to the individual: 

That but for assurances, held forth and reiterated in the most unequivocal 
manner by the British legislature, of a constant supply of African labourers, the 
settlement of these islands could never have beenattempted,and the great body 
of British creditors, whose fortunes have assisted in opening the plantations, and 
are now secured upon them, would not have embarked their capitals, but from 
an implicit confidence in the good faith of parliament : 

That, if these colonies, which have heretofore been so advantageous to the 
mother-country, arc to be endangered by the experiments of fanatics, or the 
-visionary theories of speculative men ; 

If the property of the inhabitants is to be destroyed, or even to be diminished 
in value, the security of their creditors frittered away, their lives and those of 
their families placed in such a situation as shall oblige them to retire to some 
other part of the world for protection and safety ; if their profitable existence is 
thought to be inconsistent with what is due from the British legislature to the 
native's of Africa.; 

Bb* If 
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If their rights and property are to be sacrificed at the shrine of pretended 
humanity and justice, they also appeal to enlightened justice for a full investiga- 
tion of the damages which must follow, and complete compensation for the losses 
whieh shall be sustained; and they elaim this as a right, founded on the clearest 
principles of justice, and sanctioned by the uniform practiee of the British 
legislature, in all cases where the property of individuals has been trenched on 
or diminished in value, by regulations intended for the general benefit. 

If the House of Commons, influenced by popular prejudiee and led away by 
declamations, shall disregard this solemn appeal to its justiee, which the com- 
mittee never should have insinuated to be possible but for the decision above 
alluded to, they trust to an impartial investigation by the House of Lords, 
where the test of an oath will protect the. West-India colonists from mueh of the 
misrepresentation which has been called evidence in the other house. The com- 
mittee feel confident that they will weigh maturely the elaims of all parties, and 
that, in distributing justice with mercy to the sons of Africa, they will not forget' 
the: unfortunate, the degraded, the perilous situation, to which a hasty decision 
may reduee thousands of British subjects, against whom no delinquency can be 
proved ; who have nothing to # reproach' themselves with, but having placed con- 
fidence in the good faith of the legislature of their country — the committee will 
not say- too much confidence, because they yet hope that it will be justified by 
a determination that shall put at rest this important question, on which hangs 
the future destiny of this eolony ; and they cannot doubt that,- should the 
voice of that house sanction an abolition, the same act will contain a complete pro- 
vision for the indemnification of all losses, at the general expence of the empire. 

The eommittee recommend that the agent of the island be instructed to take 
every legal means to prevent an act, so destructive of our rights as that lately 
passed by the House of Commons, from receiving the sanction of either branch of 
the legislature, and to aet in eoncert with sueh committees as may be appointed 
-by the resident West-India proprietors, in pursuing proper measures for bring- 
ing forward, by evidence and counsel, our reasons for objecting to any altera- 
tion in the present system', and our claim and right to a provision in the act, 
should it be passed, for- due inquiry being made into the losses which shall be 
sustained -by the inhabitants of this colony, and full compensation for the de- 
struction or diminished value of their property. 

Although- an abolition of the slave-trade be an effectual, it is not the sole 
means by which the West-Indian islands may be ruined : The same object may 
be obtained as completely, although with somewhat less rapidity, by encouraging 
the cultivation- of sugar in the East-Indies, where the fertility of the soil, the 
facility of irrigation, the ease with whieh commodities are transported, by means 
of an extensive inland navigation, the abundanee of provisions, the cheapness of 
labour, and the structure of society, give advantages which nature has denied to 
these islands, and where the eultivatov is exempt from the restrictions, which bear 
heaviest on our agrieuiture, and will operate as a positive and immense bounty 
to our rivals. 

Eaeh of these in detail might deserve the consideration of the house; they are 
now, however, well known to most gentlemen of general information, whose 
duty it will' be £o weigh their effects, when called to decide on the propriety of 
giving additional encouragement to those highly favoured settlements, at the ex- 
pence of other valuable parts of the British empire. 

The committee therefore content themselves with contrasting the compara- 
tive 
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tive situation of the two countries, in respect of their labourers,, and the capital 
employed in the operation of converting the cane-juice into sugar. 

The wages of a labouring peasant in Bengal* are stated to be one rupee, or 
as. 6d. sterling per month. In cheap districts it is ascertained to be as low as 
half that sum, or eight anas. We shall take the average, or is. io£tf. monthly. 

Those manufacturers and peasants, who have to subsist their families and 
themselves out of their wages, are said to earn, whilst employed, an ana, or 
the sixteenth part of a rupee, per day. That subsistence consists of unmvtri- 
live grain and pulse, seldom of white corn. Salt is eagerly desired, and, al- 
though required to correct this vegetable diet, cannot be afforded f. " Ob- 
serve," says an intelligent eye-witness, ? c the peasant's meal ; a pinch of salt- 
on a leaf, stands by his plate of rice ; a few grains at a time deceive his palate, 
■while he swallows several mouthfuls of insipid food ; his abstemiousness is not 
voluntary ; he is sensible that he is ill fed. Miserable hovels, neither secured 
from intrusion nor from weather, formed of materials which a wealthier class 
would refuse for fuel, hide, rather than shelter, the peasantry." " View the 
inside of his dwelling" (continues the same enlightened spectator) ; " a coarse 
mat his bed, the ground his chair and table, cow-dung his fuel, unglazed earthen 
pots his furniture, a leaf his plate. The clothing is not better : It consists of a 
scarf on the shoulder, another from the waist, with sandals on the feet. A 
longer scarf is all that distinguishes the female. Cloths of good fabric are within 
the reach of few : The dress of the more numerous class is of that stuff known 
in the trade as wrappers of packages, while many are content with sackcloth. 
A rugged home-made blanket, to protect him from the wet and cold, is the only 
addition or variation known to the peasant." 

Such is the situation of twenty millions of free subjects of the British emnire 
in India, whilst its legislature is hunting for imaginary misery in the West-India 
colonics, where the lot of the' labourer is a thousand times more fortunate; 
where his physical wants arc abundantly supplied in sickness as in health, in 
old age as well as in the vigour of his days ; but, as the committee must repeat, 
at an expence bearing no proportion to the wages of the oppressed peasantry 
in the East. The herrings and salted fish distributed to a negro on a plantation 
in Jamaica, cost more than the whole sustenance which falls to the share of the 
Bengal peasant. Whan hired labourers assist the cultivation,* a case not unfre- 
qucnt, the West-India planter pays as much per day to the owner of the negro 
as remunerates the Eastern peasant for a month, is. lO^-d. sterling, often more, 
The whole expence of the cultivation of an acre of canes J is stated (by doctor 
William Roxburgh) net to exceed what is paid in Jamaica for diggv-sg the land 
into holes for the plants. Yet so excellent is the soil, that the produce is equal 
to two tons and a half, whilst one ton per acre far exceeds the average returns 
procured by the laborious cultivation of Jamaica. 

The apparatus for manufacturing the sugar, or what we- call Works, is by the 
same authority stated to cost fifteen or twenty pagodas §. As many thousand 
pounds arc expended not anfrcquently on a West-India plantation : Half the 
sum must be regarded as absolutely necessary for an estate 011 a moderate scale. 
A large proportion of it is laid out in Great-Britain for coppers, stills, lead, 
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and ironmongery of various kinds. Yet we are told that the quality of our 
sugar affords us an advantage over the Eastern settlements, without considering 
that this quality arises from sueh an enormous expenditure, and by no means 
makes an. adequate return for it. 

Of the great improvement whieh all admit to have been made in the quality 
of museovado sugar, the planter has never got the benefit : It has been ehiefiy 
poeketed by the refiner, whilst the grower had both the risk and eost. 

The enlightened statesmen of former days looked to the advantages flowing 
from a monopoly of the consumption, of the trade, and of the navigation of the 
colonies, as an abundant, and the best, compensation to a great manufacturing 
and maritime nation, for the expence of protection and their elaim to areci. 
procal monopoly, or at least a deeided preference, to their staples in the markets 
of the mother-eountry. 

After Great-Britain had obtained dominion in .the East-Tndies, the duty of 
37/. 16s. $d. on every-.ioo/. of gross sales was continued on sugar from thence, 
whilst she was content with 6s. 4//. per cwt. on the produee of her Western 
.colonies. When this duty was augmented to igs. per cwt. on eolonial sugar, 
without a countervailing impost on that from the East, it may be doubted 
whether it was not from want of proper representation, the eolonists having 
then had no experience of the evil, nor viewed it in all its extent. Tuis devi- 
ation, however, from the old system greatly weakened the protection afforded 
-by it to the eolonists. 

Before the further duties of is. 6d. and $d. were imposed on West-TnJia 
Buo-ars by subsequent aets, the eonsequenees of the previous measure were 
known, and the same additional custom was levied on the production of the 
East. Finally, when the duties on all sugars were settled to be eolieeted in 
the same manner on quantity, a difference of 10 per cent, only was made to 
compensate the peeuliar disadvantages, restraints, and expenees attaching on 
West-Indian agriculture, zos. per cwt. being exacted from the colonists, whilst 
225. per cwt. were imposed on sugar from the .Eastern settlements. The same 
proportion is retained by the aets which have earried the duty to the enormous 
extent of 2js. and 29s. Sd. per cwt. on all descriptions of this over-rated com- 
modity. Thus matters remain at present, and this is held out as a sufficient 
protection ; a preference deeided, but not invidious. 

Far from acknowledging the justiee of this ratio, or admitting its policy, the 
committee are of opinion, and hope to satisfy the house that, had the discrimi- 
nation, proposed by the West-India planters in their application to his majesty's 
ministers, of 25 per cent, been aeeeded to, it never eould justly have been 
regarded as invidious. Double that advance would, in fact, have been an inade- 
quate protection in the home market, and insufficient to compensate the restric- 
tions and expenees, imposed on us for the benefit of the mother-eountry. 

As far as these have been thought likely to promote the navigation and add' to 
-the general strength of the empire, they have been cheerfully acquieseed in; 
but in stating our elaim to a countervailing duty, or provision to protect us from 
the effects of regulations abridging o.ir natural rights, and imposing particular 
burthens from which our felloe-subjects are exempt, the eommittee may be 
permitted to remark that 2.9. %d. per cwt. will not compensate the mere eost of 
additional freight, insurance, and charges cf landing our goods in Great-Britain, 
reshipping and transporting them to a foreign market, in plaee of being earried 
to such foreign, market direct, as may be done from the East-India settlements, 

and 
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and in vessels built, owned, and navigated by aliens, often enjoying the addi- 
tional advantage. of being neutral. 

Had the question remained open, whether it was more for the benefit of the 
British empire to raise sugar in her Eastern territories or in the West-Indies, we 
might have been called on to prove advantages from giving the latter a prefer- 
ence. 

Had the Eastern provinces come into her possession cultivating su"-ar as a 
chief staple, on which the comfortable subsistence, of the natives depended 
however grievous it might have been to the 1 old colonists, perhaps they could 
only have claimed, in the markets of the mother-country, a preference decided 
hut not invidious. Were it proposed that the prosperity of the East-Indian 
empire should be sacrificed, by proscribing an article on which the subsistence or 
wealth of its inhabitants is dependent, such a proposition might, indeed, be 
termed invidious. The moderate application of the West-India colonists was 
and now is, that the industry of a country, rich in a thousand natural advan- 
tages and- a profusion of valuable commodities, which in ail ages has drawn an 
immense balance from the nations with which she trafficked, may not be directed, 
by artificial encouragement from our parent state, to the cultivation of the chief 
article, on. which the very existence of the inhabitants of these islands depends. 

Nothing, the committee think, could have justified such a measure, but the 
scarcity of a commodity in the market, and an exorbitant profit exacted by the 
grower from the British consumer, the appearances of an increasing demand 
and a diminished supply; and they submit that it was peculiarly unnecessary 
and impolitic under existing circumstances, when the West-India colonies in 
the possession of Great -Britain raised much more sugar than was required for 
her consumption, or could be exported. to advantage. It can admit of no con- 
tradiction, that for several years the markets have been glutted, and the price 
reduced below what is absolutely necessary for the expences of the planter, 
without any return for his capital. The committee refer to the reports made 
in the year 1801, on the subject of private trade, by a special committee to the 
directors of the East-India-company, and approved of by them and by a general 
court Of proprietors, to establish their assertion, that sugar was not known in 
Bengal or its dependencies as an article of exportation to Europe until verv 
lately, when the East -India company Jiad" taken pains to encourage its culti- 
vation; that it has yet been carried on to no great extent, and its progress may 
be stopped without material loss to any person : For that on more mature re- 
' flection, a continuation of this encouragement had been regarded by the East- 
India directors as a matter of very doubtful policy, and the company were 
solicitous that the question might be probed to the bottom, and clearly under- 
stood, " Whether it was expedient to withdraw capital from other dependencies 
of the empire, to carry on the agriculture of that remote region ?" And the 
special committee, who cannot be suspected of partiality to our interests, give 
it as their opinion that such a transfer of capital would be utterly impolitic,, 
unless called for by some new and imperious exigency, or that some special mo- 
tives for a preference over the Western colonies existed, of which they were not 
aware. The committee will suppose that the projectors of this system were 
successful to the extent they expect, of sending 100,000 tons of sugar from the 
Ganges in a few years, which in the said report is stated as their .assertion. 
They will admit what no well-informed man can behove, that there are in Ben- 
gal funds ready to be embarEed for this purpose without drawing capital from 
C c* Great- 
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'Great-Britain, or what is exactly the same thing, retaining property that other- 
wise would flow to or centre in the mother-country, and they will only inquire 
by what means the value of this article is to be paid to the raisers : It will- be 
found nearly equal to 143,000 hogsheads of 1400 cwt. superior to -the evport 
of Jamaica, and within .30,000 hogsheads of what is sufficient for the annual 
consumption of Great-Britain. It is to be recollected, that part of the plan 
is to bring-over this. commodity in ships, built and owned in Bengal, and to be 
chiefly navigated by Lascars, or Indians of .all nations ; for it is a commerce 
which the East-India directors are not now anxious to encourage by their 
regular ships. There can be no doubt that the original value and freight of this 
quantity of sugar will drain from Great-Britain to her Eastern provinces, on the 
most moderate computation, upwards of 3,000,000/. sterling annually. 

The most hardy advocates for the new system cannot deny that every shilling 
of this must .be sent in bullion ; for they must acknowledge that the exportation 
of British commodities will admit of very trifling increase, and that, from phy- 
sical and moral causes, her manufactures will never find a market amongst the 
(Hindoos, to whose labour her consumption of their manufactures affords already 
immense encouragement. 

It is impossible that the kingdom could support this drain of silver, and yet 
k would be one of the least evils flowing from a successful accomplishment of 
the plans projected and meeting with legislative encouragement. 

By.pouring an immense additional quantity of sugar into a market already 
overstocked, the inhabitants of the mother-country might enjoy for a year or 
two the fallacious advantage of procuring the commodity for little or nothing. 
The proo-rcss even of the Eastern projectors would be somewhat retarded, but 
they would doubtless, under the present system, finally prevail and force the 
West-India colonists .to discontinue the cultivation of sugar. 

What would then be the gain of Great-Britain, admitting that she continued 
to pay no higher price ? Her whole consumption, with freight to Indian ships, 
would require about .4,000,000/. in bullion. It cannot be supposed that the 
West-Indian islands will be of any commercial consequence, when deprived of 
the cultivation of sugar : The market they afford for the manufactures, the em- 
plovment they give to the shipping, of the mother-country, will be at an end, 
■ Whilst GreatlBritain is drained of four millions of specie to pay. for sugar from 
the East x she gives up a mart in the West-Indian islands for her manufactures 
to an equal extent, and relinquishes as much more, returned into her bosom for 
nothing, and exchanged by her with other nations, often in a state highly im- 
proved by the labour of her inhabitants. 

Had Great-Britain been without the advantage of exporting a Jarge value in 
surplus colonial produce, in what manner could she have supported her im- 
mense expences on the continent of Europe in the last war, when, even witll 
the benefit of such a fund to swell the value of her exports, the drain of specie, 
had the most alarming consequences, and forced her legislature to resort to 
measures for keeping up the credit -of a paper circulation, that were at least to 
be deprecated if a supply of bullion could have been substituted ? 

The .committee submit — that a difference of 10 per cent, in favour of West- 
India sugar, affording no adequate protection in the home market, is a complete 
departure from the system of mutual monopoly, settled by Great-Britain and 
acquiesced in by her colonies..; that to exempt herself from its operation, whilst 
.guforced on the West-India colonies, is to exercise«power in opposition to right, 

and 
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and cannot be supported but on principles, which would warrant a departure 
from the ordinary rules of justice on any occasion, to promote individual in- 
terest ; 

That the restrictions imposed on us for the benefit of the mother-count iy, 
and the e«pences occasioned by. regulations intended for her advantage, must 
operate as positive bounties to the cultivator of similar staples in -the Eastern 
provinces, to an extent difficult to be apprehended in all its consequences, and 
not easy to be reducedt-o direct, calculation, butcolild certainly not be com- 
pensated by double the advance of 25 .per cent, on the duties 0:1 East -India su- 
gar, proposed by the' West-India planters ; 

That, we apply for nonprescription of. an article -raised for exportation to 
Europe in the'Easteru settlements, when they became dependencies of the Bri- 
tish empire, or on which the prosperity .and" happiness of the natives are yet 
dependent : We request only that thousands of faithful and loyal subjects, who 
hadbecn encouraged by the legislature to embark their fortunes in-cultivatino- 
in another hemisphere, -a staple from which their country has derived immense 
advantages, may not be doomed to ruin,- by encouraging new subjects, more 
fortunately situated, to wrest from them their chief means of subsistence, and 
that in violation of the most solemn compact : 

That if, disregarding justice and contemning our rights, we shall be refused 
the protection of an adequate impost ora our rivals, and Great -Britain, exempt- 
ing herself from restraints, shall continue them upon .us, the measure will be 
. unwise and impolitic. The sugar she consumes -must be paid for in bullion,, 
and not exchanged "far -British manufactures : She must give up the advantages 
derived from the expenditure of all our planters resident in Great-Britain, and 
„ the benefit of adding,. from a source so evidently profitable, a large sum to swell 
her exportations, and draw into her bosom the wealth ef foreign and rival 
nations. 

The committee recommend, -that the agent -of -the island be directed to call 
the attention of the resident West-India body in Great-Britain to this important 
subject, and that he join with them in adopting every legal means for obtaining 
tlie repeal of regulations, which are sapping and undermining the prosperity of 
the West-India colonies, and, although more slowly, will as certainly accom- 
plish their ruin, as the direct attacks which they have the mortification of bring- 
ing under the review of the house. 

They hope, as it is admitted we have a right to a decided preference, his 
majesty's ministers and the imperial parliament will be of opinion -that,' the 
situation of the Eastern settlements and the British West-India colonics fully- 
considered, there isnesthinginvidious in requesting that the discriminating dirty 
may be brought back to the ancient standard ; that holding forth 10 per cent. 
as a decided preference is little short of mockery.; and that extending it even 
lo sopercent. will -be found a very inadequate compensation for the restrictions 
and expences attaching on the West-India colonies, from which the Eastern 
settlements are yet exempt, to say nothing- of all their .natural -and peculiar ad- 
vantages. 

In pursuing the train of inquiries before them, the committee cannot help 
remarking, that the anaals of mankind afford few instances of statesmen haviijl 
much promoted the wealth of nations by positive institutions, but very many 
•of having, by injudicious regulations, arrested their progress, retarded their 
prosperity, or accelerated their decay: Amongst the means least calculated for 
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the former, and best adapted for the latter of these objects, all unite in classing 
excessive fiscal exactions. 

Every dabbler in finance allows that there is a point, which once passed, re- 
quisitions defeat their own object: He admits the errors of his predecessors, but 
fancies that it was reserved for him to discover the precise limits, to which the 
revenue of the sovereign may be carried without oppressing the subject : Con- 
fident in his data, and secure of his calculations, the representations of those 
smarting under their effects are treated with neglect or contempt, are regarded 
as illusions of avarice, perhaps held up as the grumblings of disaffection. No- 
thing short of a falling off in the revenue expected can ensure attention -or pro- 
cure relief, and most commonly not until the injury is irreparable. 

Facts, which cannot be controverted, will evince that the duties on the pro, 
ductions of a sugar-plantation have far passed this golden mean, within which 
ministers profess their intention to retain them, and that they have not only di- 
minished the consumption but do not fall on the consumer. It has been the 
peculiar misfortune of the -West-India sugar-planter that not many have un- 
derstood, and fewer have been disposed to explain, the extent of his grievances. 
Far from having-the general voice of those who arc alleged to sustain the duties 
on his staples raised for his protection, even oppressing him has been a road to 
popularity. 

The financiers, who in succession have directed the administration and reve- 
nues of . Great-Britain for the last thirty years, have all, acted as if the imposi- 
tions on his commodity had not yet been carried to a due extent. 

As there is little probability of the duties being soon brought back below the 
standard of 1799, the corninittee will not trace their history from an earlier period; 
The various previous imposts were then consolidated, and formed an aggregate 
of 175. 6(1. per cwt. ; M. was added in the same year, and is. icd. in the year 
1 80 1. Although the year 1802 saw this commodity at its lowest ebb, as the 
•imperial parliament at the next meeting added 4s. per cwt. to a burthen before 
intolerable, and in the last session followed it up with the further impost of 35. it 
should seem that nothing short of the ruin of the grower, and the annihilation 
of his staple, can procure even a respite : The answer to all complaints is brief 
= — the duty is not meant to attach on him,, and will fall on the consumer. 

This would be nothing more than fair ; but has the fact been so ? Has the 
price of sugar advanced in proportion to the exactions, and does the grower re- 
ceive what all admit to be equitable, common interest on his capital, and a rea- 
sonable recom pence for his labour ? 

The committee do not contest the principle that duties generally fall on the 
consumer, and that things will find their level if left to themselves. The pro- 
minent grievance of the sugar-planter is, that this natural tendency of commerce 
to an equitable level is, in his particular case, obstructed by positive regulations, 
which prevent feeding the market in proportion to the demand, and compel him 
to bring and land his goods in Great-Britain, however much the mart be glut- 
ted, and re-exportation obstructed, by causes over which he has no controul : 

That, not satisfied with the advantages of pre-emption and the various charges 
of double freight, ensurancc, landing, warehousing, and commission, which are 
profits to the mother-country and a direct tax on the colonies — -not content with- ' 
getting sugar below its real value, and sometimes greatly under its actual cost 
to tiic importers, by forcing into the kingdom a quantity disproportioned to the 
demand, Great-Britain has, by laws which can be supported 011 no principle of 
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justice, nor defended on any pica of necessity, prevented the sugar-p'.mt.er Prom 
obtaining- the reciprocal and natural compensation, which would follow if' ins 
staple should ever attain a fair, not to say a high pries, which in all other cases 
is expected to follow an unnatural depression. 

It is true this oppressive statute hath not yet brought her much positive ad- 
vantage. Its tendency to prevent foreigners from depending on a British in: r- 
kct if a supply could be otherwise obtained, cannot be doubted. It has there- 
fore in part defeated its own object, and its ejects, joined to the many otner 
restrictions, expences, and exactions heaped upon the colonies, have prevented 
sumir from ever reaching that standard, which is supposed to afford a fair re- 
muneration for labour and capital. 

The spirit in which this law was dictated gives no reason to suppose there 
was a wish to allow any unfair advantage to the sugar-planter ; yet it has fixed, 
and in time of peace, 585. per cwt. as the price of his commodity, before any 
further exaction is attempted. The committee think it fair to take the highest 
average rate, because at the same moment the growers of inferior sugars, the 
unavoidable production of great part of the soil of Jamaica, may not obtain 45.V. 
per cwt. It would seem not unreasonable to have expected, that the. Loudon 
Gazette should have indicated this state of moderate profit to the West-India 
planter, before a new duty was thought of; for it is undeniable that, until sugar 
reached this standard, every shilling required by the revenue from the importer 
was not only advanced by but finally fell upon the grower, and never was got 
back from the consumer. 

Apply this to the month of December, 1802, when the table of rates to the 43 
Geo. III. cap. n, was, as the committee believe, last settled: The average price 
of sugar, published in the London Gazette for the year 1 802 , was 36.?. 6d. per cwt. 
but as that was a period of the greatest depression, and as they are not possess- 
ed of the Gazette prices in 1803, they will class it with' 1801, when the price was 
as high as the sales of crop 1803 received by individuals have since indicated : 
The average rates published in the Gazette for that year were 52.?. 6d. per act, 
and the medium, taking the two years, will be found 44,?. 6d. per cwt. The plan- 
ter, Avho it is admitted ought to have received 58?. exclusive of duty, contribut- 
ed directly to the revenue 13,5. 6:/. whilst only Js. 6d. fell on the consumer ; and 
the ill-fated grower of inferior sugars never received back any part of the 205. 
paid by .him for duty before .he could sell his produce, and satisfy those who 
were clamouring to divide the remainder for freight, ensurance, and charges. 

Minute calculations are dry and uncntertatning, but ti?ey are sometimes ne- 
cessary, and have the advantage of being incontrovertible. 

It has been often computed, and is pretty generally knbwn, that when sugar 
sells in the British market at 56?. per cwt. duty included, the share of the planter 
is about ild. per lb. or for a hogshead of 14CO act. at the king's beam £x) 16 O 
We shall suppose, added to tins, 225-. per cwt. to bring- it to the maxi- 
mum settled by the statute before part, of the drawback is retained, 
under the idea, it is presumed, of the planter's then having an un- 
reasonable profit ; that will be found - - 15 8 o 
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■ the planter, before the revenue elaims a direet participation, if not the whole of 
the surplus. 

With peaee expenees, and a fair priee for rum, it is admitted that tins return 
would just enable the sugar-planter to continue his cultivation without loss: To 
those who manufactured a finer staple, above the average rate, it would afford 
an ample return ; but as a very great proportion of Jamaica sugar would then 
be selling at or under 10L per hogshead, estates producing goods of that descrip- 
tion, unless on a very large seale, would not yield common interest on the 
• eapit&l. 

But to give, a colour of equity to the fixing any maximum, much more one 
so limited, the planter should have had reeiproral provision, to prevent the pro- 
duec of his labour falling below what is admitted to be -the lowest price at 
•whieh he can carry on his estate and have a return for his eapital. 

The present maximum having been shewn to be a standard, allowing to the 
majority of sugar-planters a profit the most moderate, they never ean have a 
compensation for years of unreasonable depression, or the means of meeting 
■or repairing the effects of those calamities to whieh this description of property 
is known to be peculiarly exposed. If a principle so oppressive shall not be 
given up, the committee at least hope that the maximum will be greatly ex- 
tended, and submit that common justice requires our being allowed the reci- 
procal benefit of a moderate bounty on exportation, whilst the average priee is 
at or under 45$. when most estates must be earned on at a loss, and whatever 
the treasury exaets will be not merely from the revenue, but out of the actual 
capital of the planter, in violation of the elearest right, and in opposition to 
every sound principle of taxation. 

These calculations refer to years when the duty was at 20s. By barely point- 
ing out.tbe-state of the sugar-market, when -4?. per cat. duty was auded to a 
burthen then intolerable, the eommittee flatter themselves that the injustice and 
impolicy is established, of charging- on this article 20 per cent, when the exigen- 
cies of the'state required a general advance of ,124. per cent, on" other eu.-tom- 
able goods. If discrimination were to be made, the situation of the sugar- 
planter called loudly for its being favourable to him. 

But it must be admitted that all the evils pointed out have been aggravated 
by the enormous augmentation of p. imposed in the two last sessions of par- 
liament. - However the British eonsumer may feel the high price of sugar, he 
must recollect that, until it attains the rate of 85s. per act. by wholesale, includ- 
ing the duty, the grower has not what is admitted to be the fair recompencc 
for his labour, even with peaee charges, and that every shilling abstracted from 
that' sum is a contribution from the planter, extorted out of that part of his re- 
venue professedly not intended to be taxed, and out of his eapital when the 
priees afford no revenue, as has often happened of late years. When sugars were 
reduced to 36.?. 6d. per cwt. whilst it has been proved that the fair price should 
not have been under 585. it may be thought the situation of the sugar-planter 
could not be rendered worse : The power of fiseal exaction is not so limited : 
He had yet an article left whieh gave him some relief: By the sale, of rum 
within the island he was generally able to discharge the internal taxes, to pay 
his white servants, and purchase lumber, with many other articles, trifling m 
themselves, but neeessary. not only for the eomfort but the subsistence or Irs 
family ; he eould exist, although his debts were increasing and bankruptcy in- 
evitable.- 

Those 
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Those who purchased the rum sent great part of it to the British market, 
where the current price of from 5.?. to 6s. repaid about 4.9. currency per gallon, 
which they had given to the planter, with the customs and charges of trans- 
portation. Profit was not expected ; but the smaller traders regarded it as the. 
chief means of remitting for the goods they imported from Great-Britain, and 
vended within the island. Of the effects of the last duty the committee have 
yet received no certain detail. The additional duty of 3.9. ^d. per -gallon, 
imposed by the 43 Geo. III. cap. 69, had nearly annihilated the value of a com- 
modity, which in the worst times had assisted the sugar-planter to carry on his 
plantation, and feed himself and negroes. From the most authentic information 
the committee can state that, since the imposition of the said duty) the con- 
sumption of rum has diminished to an alarming degree : The demand bearing 
no proportion to the quantity in the market, the proprietor cannot obtain the 
freight and charges : In many instances it has been sold by the excise-otKcers 
without producing more than the duties, so that not only the first cost but all 
the charges have been lost. 

When the duty recently imposed is added to the former excise and customs, 
with the unavoidable charges of carrying it to market, rum costs the importer 
upwards of 14.?. 6d. per gallon, exclusive of tiic original value of the spirits and 
cask within the island; when these are added, it will exceed 18s. British spirits 
are at the same time selling at about one-third of this price ; so that, in what- 
ever way the duties may be evaded, it is clear that what is actually paid can 
bear no proportion to that levied on rum, and there is every appearance of 
the latter being altogether driven from the British market. Doubtless the fla- 
vour of these spirits cannot be compared ; but the public taste, once habituated 
to the worst motives of economy, will rivet the direction at first given by the 
enormous difference of duty. 

Should o-overnment, at last sensible of the dangerous and distressful situation 
to which the West-India colonists are reduced, wish to encourage the consump- 
tion of rum, bringing that spirit again into general use may be beyond its power. 
To indio-o and cocoa, once of so great consequence to this island, a still more 
fatal instance may be added of exorbitant duties defeating their own object, 
but not without ruin to the unfortunate colonist, the use' of whose commodity is 
proscribed. Were our commerce, unfettered and things permitted to find their 
natural level, the value of rum, exported from the island, must fall on the con- 
sumers of sugar, and the mother-country would he the great loser, by being- 
deprived of the freight, ensurance, and other charges on this valuable article, 
admitting that she can raise the same duty on British spirits. 

The committee, far from complaining of the principles of the navigation acts, 
seek for no - relaxation inconsistent with the general prosperity and strength of 
the empire : They presume that the profitable existence of the West-India co- 
lonics is of no small consequence in estimating that strength •, yet they submit, 
that however wise and beneficial the regulations of these acts may be, one un- 
deniable consequence of them is, that our estates are cultivated at a much greater 
expence ; and another no less evident is, that their produce reaches the foreign 
consumer saddled, with enormous additional charges, a direct tax on the colonists 
by the inhabitants of the mother-country : A third fact, the committee appre- 
hend, cannot be contested ; that, from t:ic quantity of West-India produce which 
they force into the British market, and the difficulties which have attended re- 
exportation, the price of sugar was greatly below its fair value. Notwithstanding 
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this abundance in the. market, and low priee, the consumption lias diminished, 
more particularly in the year 1803. Whether this arose from the prcsure of 
the previous duties, or the effeet of the new impost, it equally supports their con- 
elusion, that the tax had far exeeeded those limits which tue article eould sup- 
port, was less productive to the treasury, was not discharged By the consumer, 
but had absorbed the revenue, and was eating up the eapilal of the grower : 
That, from the effeet of the additional exactions, rum was, if possible, brought 
into a worse situation, beeause an immediate substitute was at hand, likely to 
preclude its ever again eoming into general use, should the late duties be repeal- 
ed, or the eonsumption be even encouraged by further reductions. 

To establish this diminution both of the consumption and revenue, the com- 
mittee have annexed a eopy of " An aeeount of the quantity of raw sugar im- 
ported into, and of raw and refined sugar exported from, Great-Britain in three 
years, ending 5th January, 1804, and of the duties paid, and drawbacks and. 
bounties received tl^ereon, distinguishing eaeh year," made out and sigued by 
the inspector-general, and laid on the table of the House of Commons. 

From'this doeiunerit it will be found that, exelnding fractions, the quantity 
of sugar retained within the kingdom for eonsumption was, 

; In i8o'i ----- 2,753,445 cwt. 

In 1S02 - 2,249,772 

In 1803 - - - - I.430.4I7 

'The falling off is the more alarming, from being regular and progressive, and 
in the year 1803 the eonsumption appears to have been little more than one half 
of what it was two years before. The revenue had diminished, as might be ex- 
peeted, in similar proportion. The same authority evinees that the money re- 
tained for duties of sugar, after deducting drawbaek and bounty, excluding 
shillings and penee, was 

. In 1801 ^-2,395,251 

In 1802 it fell to 2,180,220 

In 1 803 it decreased to - - - I , 1 34>5^1 

In shewing the impossibility of continuing the cultivation of sugar in the West- 
Indies, under the present duties on that article and on rum, the committee have 
ehoscn to appeal to fuets well known and easily verified in Great-Britain, rather 
than rest our ease on the fatal consequences produced and passing under our 
eves here— Every British merchant holding securities on real estates is filing 
bills in chancery to foreclose, although, when he has obtained a deeree, he he- 
sitates to enforce it, beeause he must himself beeome proprietor of the planta- 
tion, of which from fatal experience he knows the eonsequenees. 

No one will advance money to relieve those whose debts approach half the 
value of their property, nor even lend moderate sums without a judgment in 
ejeetment and release of errors, that at a moment's notiee he may take out a writ 
of possession, and enter on the plantation of his unfortunate debtor, sheriffs' 
officers and eolleetors of the internal taxes arc every where offering for sale 
the property of individuals who have seen better days, and now must view their 
effcets purchased for half their real value, and less than half the original cost. 
Far from having the reversion expected, the ereditor is often not satisfied. 

All kind of eredit is at an end. If litigation in the eourts of eosnion law 
has diminished, it is not i're m increased ability to perform contracts, but from 
confidence having ecascd, and no man parting with property but fer an imme- 
diate payment of the consideration. 

A faithful 
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A faithful detail would have the appearance of a frightful caricature. 
Unless speedy and efficacious means are adopted for giving permanent relief, 
by a radical change of measures, the committee must suppose that the West-In- 
dian islands are doomed to perish, as useless appendages of the British empire. 
Can the colonies perish alone ? And will not' the statesman, whose measures 
shall complete their ruin, precipitate into the same abyss the manufaetuies and 
commerce of the parent state ? 

As the comparative importance of this extensive branch of the trade of the 
empire has been seldom fairly estimated, and' is not generally understood, t;tc 
committee proceed to make some observations on it, and on the consequences 
likely to follow its annihilation. 

A member of this committee, whose knowledge of the subject is the result 
of profound research and long experience, has, from the information furnished 
bv the insjiector-general to the imperial parliament, made out an account of 
t >e total imports into and exports from Great-Britain, for the years 1801 and 
1802, distinguishing those of Africa and the West-Indian islands from all other 
parts of the world. 

He has also entered into a full and minute investigation of the relative im- 
portance of the trade of these islands, compared with every other considerable 
branch of the British commerce. This important document they beg leave to 
lay on the table of the house, as containing much information from sources not 
of easy access to those residing in this island. 

For the sake of brevity, tue committee have annexed to their report only 
the general account above mentioned, but they shall occasionally refer to other 
parts of it. 

The committee have also to remark, that although two years are taken for 
the purpose of attaining a fairer estimate, yet as in 1802 nothing was imported 
from the small islands, St. Thomas, St. Croix, St. Bartholomew, and St. Martin, 
their trifling production is put down as equal to that of the former j^ear.

: | s The comrmttee have, in the preceding importations, taken no notiee of 
[Celine of mahogany, ebonv, and iignumvitee ; of logwood, iustic, or other 
A -e-woods; of ginger, gum gniacum, turmerick, and castor-oil ; of .ikies; or, fi- 
nally of bullion ; which, in t!ie aggregate, are of large amount in the imports 
from 'these islands, and eannot be treated as inconsiderable even in our present 
view of the subjeet, as regarding re-export. When they have passed through the 
hands of the manufacturers, and, with eotton, are added to the five mill-ons and 
a half of our produee exported in a raw or little improved state, they will ba 
found to draw into Great-Britain a sum nearly equal to the clear balance on her 
whole trade. ' 

It is to be recolleeted that the eommittee have only been observing on our 
surplus produce, which enters into the commerce of the mother-country with 
other states. Great-Britain exports directly to the West-Indies, or indirectly 
through Afriea, for the purchase of slaves, 5,367,856/. of w!iich more than four- 
fifth parts are British manufactures, a proportion mueh larger than enters into 
her general'trade.. 

This eommeree has the advantage of not swelling one overgrown branch, but 
of being diffused through and giving vigour to her agriculture, fisheries, and 
manufactures. Beer, eoals, copper, wrought iron, herrings, linens, woollens, eot- 
ton-cloth, are the most material artieles, and the bare enumeration will point 
out the many important interests and objects with which they are eonneeted.

West-India planter, and never got back from the consumer. ^ 

Whether tried on the principles of the mercantile svstem, or on tVose off, 
economists, as developed to the English reader in the writings, of Mr. Hume and 
doctor Adam Smith, this important commerce will be fomiJ equally beneficial" 
Applying the test of the former, the immense advantage of giving encourage 
ment to the agriculture and manufactures of the kingdom is not diminished by' 
what the advocates for that system most dreaded, an unfavourable balance; for 
adding to the actual exports to Africa and the West-Indian islands our surp'us 
produce, re-exported and entering into the general balance with other nations 
a considerable direct balance will be found in favour of Great-Britain, and it 
must now be admitted by the most rigid advocates for the old svstem, that what 
is retained for the expences of the proprietors resident in Great-Britain, and the 
interest of the capitalist, whose funds are lent to the planters, must be added to 
that balance, and is as much a part of the general revenue of the kingdom as if 
dug from a mine in Cornwall. ' ■ 

On the principles of the economists this commerce is no less beneficial and 
superior to any other possessed by the mother-country, her home-trade ex- 
cepted. None affords so extensive encouragement to the productions of her 
land and labour,, or furnishes .such a surplus of valuable commodities to be ex 
changed tor foreign equivalents, whether these shall consist of merchandise of 
naval stores, or raw materials for manufactures, of corn in times of scarcity' or 
military services in the hour of danger. " ' 

It is justly stated by Mr. Irving, the inspector-general, who on this topic 
agrees with the economists, that the true criterion of the resources of the country 
is the value of her surplus manufactures and merchandise from domestic industry 
and her colonial produce ; and the committee trust they have satisfactory 
established, that the value of the last bears no mean proportion to the magnitude 
of the first. , ° 

A bare inspection of the general table will shew the vast superiority of the 
West -India trade over any other carried on by Great- Britain. 

The only branch which can support a comparison is that with foreign Europe

And it must not be forgotten that great part of the foreign merchandise, 'and 
a considerable proportion of raw materials for the domestic manufactures, had 
previously been obtained from the West-Tndia colonies, it having been shewn that 
tr.ey occasion an export of the most valuable kind to the extent of 12,421 oic/ 
But a large proportion of the foreign European- trade, even in time of peace, 
is earned on by foreign shipping, and during war is chiefly transported in neu- 
tral bottoms. . * 
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It is the peculiar advantage of the colonial commerce, that it adds in a pre- 
eminent degree to the naval strength and safety of the empire : Other branches 
may "ive employment to manufacturers, or add to the wealth of merchants, and 
V et not raise a single sailor to protect the riches which excite the envy of rapa- 
cious neighbours. 

By thecultivation and transportation of the West-India staples the coders of 
the individuals are swelled, the revenue of th.c state augmented, domestic in- 
dustry invigorated, whilst they afford the most valuable nursery and the best 
school for hardy seamen, accustomed to the navigation of large vessels. Inde- 
pendent of encouraging the fisheries and promoting the general navigation of 
the empire, on reference to the official documents it will be found, that the 
direct trade between Great-Britain and the West-Indies, in the year ending the 
rth January, 1803, employed 1060 ships, measuring 292,183 tons, and navi- 
gated by 16,793 seamen. To those on whom dry figures do not make much 
impression, or whose researches have not been directed towards the progress of 
the naval strength of Great-Britain, it may be more striking to mention that this 
shipping* exceeds the tonnage, British and foreign, whicli carried on the com- 
merce of England in the reign of king William, and that the sailors are- 5000 
more than the whole native seamen that were employed in the trade of the kingdom 
at the period when the battle of La Hogue gave her the dominion of the ocean. 

The slight and rapid sketch, to which the nature of this report limits the com- 
mittee, they hope will yet afford some idea of the importance of the West-India" 
commerce to the manufacturers, the merchants, the farmers, and land-holders of 
Great-Britain : Far from wishing to exaggerate, they have reason to believe that 
the review of the inspector-general does not extend to Scotland, and they are 
certain that it does not exhibit- the intercourse between these islands and Ire- 
land, which has always been considerable, and is on the increase. 

By the resolutions on the finances of the empire, presented to the House of 
Commons by the chancellor of the exchequer in 'the last session, it appears that 
the general imports of the kingdom, and particularly the exports of British ma- 
nufactures, in the years 1803 and 1804, fall greatly short of those for the two 
years preceding. As there is no room for believing that the consumption or 
production of the West-India colonies have decreased, there is reason to think 
that the relative proportion of their trade to the general commerce of the king- 
dom has become greater, and is augmenting. 

Yet, in place of cherishing this source of national prosperity — in place of ex- 
tending and encoaraging a market which no despot can shut against her — will it 
hereafter meet belief, when the mists of fanaticism shall be dissipated, that at,a 
moment when all intercourse with her was proscribed in the most opulent and 
commercial states of Europe, and both force, and artifice employing to exclude 
her from the others, when Great-Britain was preparing to meet the mightiest 
host that ever had been arrayed against her, and was engaged in u contest for 
national existence, of which her youngest son might not see the termination, 
her statesmen adopted measures more fatal to her prosperity, than all that the 
rancorous hatred or insidious guile of her arch enemy could have accomplished 
or hoped; and by laws and regulations, withholding from her Wcat-India colo- 
nies a necessary supply of labourers, giving undue encouragement to rival s: (.:!. - 
ments, and heaping upon their staples exorbitant and oppressive imposts, fiiml.y

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accomplished the overthrow of these onee flourishing islands, and by their fall 
ruined the manufactures, withered the eommeree, and subverted the naval 
strength of the empire ? ■ 

Strongly impressed with the present distressful situation of this eountry, and 
the dangers hanging over it from the probability of sueh fatal measures being 
pursued by his Majesty's ministers, the eommittee finally reeommend that an 
appeal be made to our most graeious sovereign, to whom none of his oppressed 
people have ever applied in vain, by an humble petition, in which it is pre- 
sumed their honours the eouneil will wish to join, setting forth our most pro- 
minent grievances,' and most humbly praying his majesty's most graeious inter- 
position, to proteet us in the profitable enjoyment of our property, by affording 
the supply of labourers neeessary'for the cultivation of our estates; to prevent a 
deviation from that system of reciprocal monopoly, so long and happily esta- 
blished between the mother- eountry and her eolonies ; and to save his faithful 
and loyal subjeets in this island from utter ruin by an aeeumuktion of oppres- 
sive and exorbitant duties on our staples, whieh ean only be productive to the 
treasury in proportion as they are exaeted from the inadequate revenue or di- 
minishing capital of the planter, and must ultimately defeat their own objeetby 
cheeking, if not destroying, the cultivation of sugar in this island.

" To his honour lieutenant-general George Nugent, lieutenant-governor 
and commander in chief of this his majesty s island of Jamaica, and the 
territories thereon depending in America, chancellor and vice-admiral of 
the same, 

" The humble address of the assembly. 

" May it please your honour, 

" We, his majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the assembly of Jamaica, beg 
3eave to state to your honour that we have seen, with the deepest concern, the 
resolution of council of the 21st November last, announcing a termination of 
the intercourse betwixt this island and America, in six months from that date. 

" The fatal consequences which must result from such a measure, impel us 
to represent to jour honour the alarm and dreadful apprehensions it has gene- 
rally excited ; for the fact is notorious, that without a continuance of this inter- 
course, our plantations cannot be supplied with the articles of lumber indispen- 
sably requisite to convey the various produce of the island to the mother -country ; 
S s that 
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that the very sustenance necessary for our own existence and that of our 
slaves, or even the subsistence of his majesty's forces by sea and land on this 
station, cannot be obtained by any other means, especially during the time of 
war, but by a permission for an intercourse with the United States of America, 
and which, if once interrupted, in the moment of famine and distress cannot be 
restored. 

" Penetrated with the most lively feelings on this alarming occasion, and 
having the fullest conviction of the fatal consequences inseparable from this 
resolution, should it not be revoked, we, the representatives of this valua- 
ble island, do most anxiously submit to your honour's just consideration our 
earnest solicitude that your honour would be pleased to direct a reconsideration

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X HE engrossed petition to Ms majesty was read, in the following words: 

" To THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

" The humble petition of tJ\e assembly of Jamaica. 

" Most gracious sovereign, 

" Wc, your majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects, the 
assembly of Jamaica, beg leave to approach your throne with our assurances cf 
that profound respect and veneration, which your majesty's riiany eminent 
virtues have impressed on the minds of all your faithful subjects. 

" Conscious that it has been the delight of your majesty, and of the prinecs 
of your illustrious house, to protect the rights, to advance the interests, and 
promote the prosperity, of every part of your extensive empire, with perfect 
confidence ill your majesty's paternal care we bring before you the grievances, 
which at present oppress and threaten to ruin the loyal inhabitants of this va- 
luable colony before they are known to the best of sovereigns. 

" Encouraged by the proclamations and charters of your majesty's royal pre- 
decessors, our ancestors- emigrated to this island, and, under the sanction of po- 
sitive laws, enaeted when civil and political liberty was well understood, esta- 
blished a trade with Africa for procuring, labourers. By means of this inter- 
course plantations were opened, and have been extended and cultivated with 
well-known advantages to your majesty's empire. 

" But those speculative men, who have propagated fanatical and chimerical 
ideas of liberty and equality in the old world, who poisoned the minds of its 
inhabitants and deluged its fairest provinces with blood, have now attacked the 
rights, traduced the reputation, and set at nought the lives, of the peaceable 
inhabitants of your majesty's West-India colonies : 

" They affect to promote the happiness of the natives of Africa, but your 
majesty's wisdom, which soon penetrated the plausible and delusive guise assumed 
by these theorists in Europe, will not fail to discover that the good they seek in 
another continent is at best uncertain, whilst the means they propose, an aboli- 
tion of the slave-trade, will be immediate destruction to the property, and put 
in hazard the lives, of your majesty's faithful subjects settled in these colonies; 
and wc confidently trust that the same firmness, which protected those sub- 
jects, more immediately blessed with your majesty's presence, from the fatal 
gifts of liberty and equality, will shield your faithful colonists from dangers 
no less imminent, although concealed under pretences equally specious and 
popular. 

" By laws and regulations enacted by your majesty's royal predecessors, with 
the advice of their parliaments, a monopoly of the navigation and trade of the 
colonies was secured to the mother-country ; but as a compensation Great- 
Britain in her justice gave tc- the staples, cultivated in these valuable dependen- 
cies, a decided preference, or an exclusive right to supply her home eon- 
sumption. 

" As our means and prosperity increased, duties were levied on our produee 
imported, and their augmentation, as the exigencies of the state required, was 

submitted 
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submitted to with cheerfulness, whilst kept within such hounds as there was a 
possibility of sustaining. 

« Under this system your majesty's colony of Jamaica attained an enviable 
state of prosperity, and contributed largely to that of the mother-colintry. 

« It is with the deepest regret that we appeal to your majesty's justice to protect 
us from the consequences of the many deviations lately made from this system 
regarded by your colonists as a compact the most solemn, matured by expe- 
rience, and sanctioned by time : Whilst its observance on our part has been 
rigidly exacted, Great-Britain has exempted herself from its operation : 

" A maximum has been established, limiting the price of our principal staple* 
sugar, to what is barely sufficient for its cultivation in time of peace : 

« The protecting duty which secured us, in return for numberless restrictions, 
the consumption of the British market, has been reduced until it is of no avail' 
and for the avowed purpose of depriving us of this equitable compensation -by en- 
couraging the production of sugar in the settlements of the East-India company : 

" The duties levied, on this commodity and oh rum have been carried so far 
beyond what they can support that the consumption has materially diminished, 
and great part of the exaction falls on the unfortunate planter, leaving him little 
or nothing for a laborious and expensive cultivation in an unhealthy climate. 

" The wisdom, the justice, the paternal solicitude of your majesty are the only 
resources left to your most loyal- but distressed subjects in this island : We repose 
on them with confidence, and most humbly pray your majesty's protection for 
securing us the sole means of carrying on our plantations" by a supply of 
labourers, the enjoyment of a reasonable profit from them by continuing the 
reciprocal monopoly established by salutary laws and ancient usage, and finally 
that your majesty will be pleased to direct your ministers to bring under the 
review of your majesty's parliament our calamitous situation from the effects of 
the present exorbitant duties on our staples, in the hope that by your majesty's 
most gracious interposition such an alteration may be made as shall preserve 
from utter ruin your faithful people of Jamaica."

ceeded to take the said speeeh into their most serious consideration : ' 

That, from the period of the Revolution, when the rights and privileges of • 
the respective branches of the legislature were more accurately ascertained than 
in remote and turbulent timesj the committee have carefully searched the re- 
cords of parliament, and can find no instanee of a minister having ventured to 
suggest to the sovereign a speeeh animadverting on the proceedings of either 
house of parliament : 

The addresses of his present most sacred majesty in particular have ever been 
most gracious, worthy of the exalted virtue which has endeared him to all his 
subjects, and dictated by a sacred respect for the principles of freedom, which 
have been uniformly displayed by the illustrious princes of the house of Bruns- 
wick* on the British throne : 

The committee have also searched the Journals of this house, and find that, 

from 
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from the year 1679-80, when the political constitution of this island may br. 
considered to have been settled, there have been few attempts to encroach on 
the liberties of the people, or abridge the privileges of their representatives ; 
and none but what have been vigilantly attended to and firmly resisted by the 
house of assembly : 

It is with the deepest regret that the committee feel themselves under the 
necessity of giving their opinion, that the speech referred to their consideration 
is a breach of the privileges of this house, which, if submitted to, might be drawn 
into precedent, and lead to the most fatal consequences ; it contains not only 
direct animadversions on the proceedings of the house, but on the particular sub- 
ject which the commons house of parliament have ever regarded as resting exclu- 
sively with them, viz. the extent of the supply proper to be granted for the exi- 
gencies of government. The law of parliament on this subject'being very clearly 
laid down in the elegant commentaries of sir William Blaekstone, the committee 
will refer to his authority,- and with the greater confidence, because en political 
questions he has not been suspected of partiality for the popular branch of the con- 
stitution ; yet he observes, " If the two houses of parliament, or either of them, 
had avowedly a right to animadvert on the king or each other, or the king had a 
right to animadvert on either of the houses, that branch of the legislature, so 
subject to animadversion, would instantly cease to be part of the supreme power, 
the balance of the constitution would be overturned, and that branch or branches 
in which this jurisdiction resided would be completely sovereign : 

" The supposition of law therefore is, that neither the king, or either house 
of parliament collectively taken, is capable of doing any wrong." He adds, 
" that such cases being out of the reach of express legal provisions, if ever 
they unfortunately happen, the prudence of the times must provide new reme- 
dies upon new emergencies." It is the painful duty of the committee, in obe- 
dience to the orders of the house, to suggest the proper remedy in the new 
emergency arising out of this speech : 

Following the precedents established by the wisdom of our ancestors, and 
uniformly acted upon by the house of assembly, the cemmittee recommend to 
the house to come to the following resolutions : 
Resolved, 

That the loyalty and patriotism of his majesty's subjects, the inhabitants of 
this island, have ever been most conspicuous, and that their representatives could 
at no time be justly charged with refusing the supplies necessary for the sup- 
port of government and the defence of the country, from motives of disaffection.

" That, in consequence thereof, the first business which the house entertained 
was the consideration of the infringement of its privileges by so unprecedented 
a speech ;

tative informs the house his majesty feels in their attachment to his royal person, 
and government:

" That, upon his being taken up and put under arrest he was afterwards 
liberated, without its being previously intimated to the receiver-general that the 
regiment had determined to resort to him, or that the 500*. which they then 
knew had been received at his office would be applied in reduction of the defi. 
ciency of the British pay incurred by their paymaster, and against whose de- 
linquencies on account of that pay, it is admitted that the regiment is amply 
secured : 

" The house do not therefore think themselves authorized to direct the receiver- 
general to pay over to the regiment a larger sum than the balance of 418/. 2s. 
1\d. which includes the sum" of 100I. actually paid to their paymaster, but not 
proved to have been received by the regiment :" 

,A debate thereon arising ; and the question being put upon the amendment: 

The house divided : 

The ayes went forth :

. So it was resolved in the affirmative, and the said report was amended ac- 
cordingly. 
Ordered, 

That a message be sent to his honour the lieutenant-governor, agreeably, to 
the said amended report. » 

Ordered, 

That Mr. Stewart, (of Trelawny), Mr. Henry, and Mr. Whitehorne, beacom- 
mittee to wait on his honour the lieutenant-governor with the two messages 
agreed to yesterday, and the message agreed to this day, and to carry the en- 
grossed bill of this day to the council, and desire their concurrence thereto; 
who-returning, reported the delivery of the said messages and bill. 

Mr. Mitchell, from the commissioners of the board of works, reported that 
the repairs and additions to the different barracks and public .buildings, under 
the jurisdiction of the board, ordered by the house last session, have been con- 
tracted for, with the exception of Stoney-Hill, the Maroon-Town, Fort-Hal- 
dane, and Fort-George: ' - 

That the sub-committees, appointed by the board to visit the different build- 
ings and barracks, having reported that the following repairs and additions are 
necessary, the commissioners submit the same to the consideration of the house: 
Port-Royal. 

Hospital. — Two additional windows facing the sea to be opened into the conva- 
lescent hospital, and the boarded floor of the garret should betaken up, leaving 
the beams and joists as they are, which will increase the quantity of air necessary 
for the sick and coavalescent wards, and the stair leading to the garret should 
remain as it is ; a door of communication should be opened in the balcony be- 
twixt the convalescent and fever wards ; the fever ward requires more air, the 
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bricks and plastering to be taken down, and four panes of jealousies, amounting 
to eight feet in height and five and a hulf in breadth, should be put in place of 
the wall, viz. two of them three feet from the floor next to the surgery, and the 
other two about five feet, to occupy the remaining space ; the shingling of the 
roof requires patching very much ; the surgeon's w..rd wants painting, and the 
whole hospital requires whitewashing ; some of the grooves for the sliding shut- 
ters require a small repair; the balcony next to the sea should be jcalousied 
opposite to the fever wards ; the surgeon's kitchen requires pointing, and the 
lower part of his house requires whitewashing. 

Mess-Room requires a balcony ten feet wide, to be put to the east end and 
south side (both of which suffer from the rains and heavy sea breezes), which 
should be jealousied and painted; bannisters should be put to the railing of the 
stair-case leading up to it, and when the balcony is finished, a door of communi- 
cation should be opened where the window opposite to the present door is placed. 

Mew Cook-Room. — The cook-room which is recently begun for the officers' 
mess should be extended six feet in ength, and another of the same size should 
.be built at the back thereof for the commanding officer, the outside walls, to be 
ten feet high, the whole to be under one roof, an oven in each, with one chim- 
ney to both, and a turret-roof to carry off" the smoke. 

Soldiers' Barrack. — The old roof of this building, as far up as the balcony- 
roof, to be taken away, the space between the wall-plate and the balcony-roof 
to be close-boarded or battoned ; the upper part of this barrack, formerly used 
as an officers' mess-room, should be fitted up with platforms, arm and clothes 
racks, and hanging shelves, similar to the other part of it ; the flooring, where 
defective, to be repaired ; the whole building requires whitewashing ; in the 
lower part some repairs are wanting to the platform and bolsters ; some' neur 
shutters are wanted and some to be -repaired, and some doors and door-frames to 
be repaired; staple hinges should be used for all doors and windows; the brick- 
work in some places requires pointing. 

Bake-house, kitchen, and pioneers' quarters. — The oven wants repair, and an 
unsupported piece of masonry should be arched ; the back part of the soldiers' 
kitchen repaired ; • the pioneers' quarters require pointing, and some window- 
shutters and door-frames repaired ; the soldiers' necessary to be repaired ; tha 
guard-house at the polygon wants much repair : Estimated expence, 1000I. 
Fort-Augusta. 

The Officers' Guard-Room, and nine other compartments of the shed barracks, 
require shingling ; the committee recommend that in future the shingles be 
nailed on laths and not on boards, the boards at present in use may serve for 
lathing ; some other compartments of those shed barracks require the shingling 
to be repaired ; the planks of the wharf ought to be filled in and levelled ; there 
are some leaks in the roof of the hospital, which ought to be prevented. 

Officers' Quarters. — The ceiling is gone in many places, and ought to be re- 
paired ; twelve locks are again wanted ; the west end of the barracks requires 
some small repairs ; the roof of the lieutenant's mess-room wants some repairs : 
Estimated expence, 500/. 

Apostles-Battery. 

No material repairs having been made at this post for a long time, very con- 
siderable expence is now necessary to be incurred ; particularly as the com- 
mittee are informed that a garrison company of seventy-five men is imme- 
diately to be stationed there ; a new piazza to be built at the captain's house, 

also 
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also a new cook-room and bake-house, with a stone foundation and a fire-wall 
of brick, eighteen inches thick, along the middle of ditto, with chimnies for the 
oven, boilers, and two hearths ; a neeessary is wanted at the officers' quarters 
on two stone pillars two feet square and seven feet high. 

The Block-Bouse, which is an exeellent building, will require some slio-ht re- 
pairs, and the loop-holes to be boarded up, it will then furnish good quarters for 
sixty to seventy-live men; one pillar or post is wanted at the soldiers' necessary 
some repairs in the' carpenter's line are wanted at the convalescent barrack • 
the eommittee reeommend the platforms to be taken down and converted 
into tables and benches, and the floor to be repaired ; the east end of the 
piazza or balcony of that building should be shut in by close-boarding below 
and jealousies above, twenty-one feet long, eight feet at the end ; Estimated 
expence, 900^. 

Fort-Dundas. 

The roof of the whole building must be new shingled, new brick pillars under 
the two store-rooms, doors, door-frames, window-shutters, steps, &c. require re- 
pairs; the ehimney of the eook-room, the hearth, and the sheds want repairs- 
the magazine requires a new door, with brass hinges and bolts ; a new room 
• should be constructed under the shed on the right, and a folding gate, with strong 
lock, &c. hung in the gateway; whitewashing, paintiug, &c. tarring the roof 
are also required : Estimated expenee, 350/. 

Fort-Charlotte. 

The roof of the barrack No. 1 wants patching; a gutter in the soldiers' kitchen 
wants repairs; the oven for the soldiers, and trie oven and chimney for the offi- 
cers require repair; the roof over the stair-ease next to the guard-house wants 
repair ; stone-steps should be built to two of the officers' rooms; the barracks 
No. 1 and 2 should be paid with a coat of tar and ochre; such posts in the 
officers' stable as are rotten to be replaced by new ones; a new trough for the 
baker; five stretchers to be repaired ; twelve chairs are wanted for the mess-room 
and two bed-rooms ; also six locks and keys, and six pair of hook and eye 
hinges: Estimated expence, 100/. 

Spanish-Town. 

Kings House. — The roof wants some few repairs; in the bed-rooms several 
new hardwood window-sills are wanting; almost all the window-shutters and doors 
require new hanging, the hinges must be taken oil' and moved; the architraves, 
surbases, and wainscoting, want a thorough repair ; some painting, back- 
fastenings to the windows in the long room or supper-room, are wantino-, as 
also some hinges ; a row of jealousie window-shutters in the gallery up stairs of 
the hall is wanting, and glass doors to shut the book-case in the study; some 
bannisters to the stairs ; the steps at the door want some repairs, and a couple 
of small guns planted ; the railing that separates the court from the stable-jard 
must be repaired ; the negro-yard over the way -wants filling up; some repairs 
to the battoning and railing, a new door, and a few bricks to the pillars; jea- 
lousie window-shutters are wanting to the long-room, and the arches of the 
piazza, opposite the kitchen and offiees, to be filled with standing and moving 
jealousies. 

Board of Work's Office, Kc. — The gutters of the roof and spouts require some 
repairs and elearing ; the water lodges under the floor; to obviate this it is ad- 
visable to have a brick pavement of some feet in width, sloping into a gutter, 
and to make jealousie window-shutters for the offices up stairs. 

Jf. B. If 
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K. B. If the gutters were raised and new laid they 
wide, and then the leakage along the walls Mould cease : 
oiost likely be again serviceable. 

His honour the lieutenant-governor having expressed a wish that the account 
of furniture annexed to this report, and purchased by him for the king's house, 
should be added to the furniture belonging to the public; the committee recom- 
mend the same to the house. 

Barracks. — The barrack wants whitewashing and painting throughout, and 
twenty-four new window-shutters, &e. some repairs to the steps. 

Hospital. — The roof wants patching, and some jealousies to be replaced; the 
necessary is filled up and requires to be cleared. 

Kitchen. — Some repairs to the roof, and replacing a few bricks in the wall ; 
one of the chimnies wants a new beam, and must be rebuilt; and han»-ino- a new 
door. 

Soldiers' Kitchen. — The boilers would be much more handy if they were 
Lung lower, and the fire-places narrowed, at present they consume too much 
wood; two more boilers might be added ; one of the ovens is cracked, and w«is 
never employable, being only one brick thick and ill constructed. 

Guard-House and Soldiers' Necessary require to have their roofs paved with 
boiled tar and ochre ; a .gun should be placed outside of the gate : Estimated 
expence, 1250^. 

Kingston. 
Officers' Barrack wants painting one coat, whitewashing and' repairing the 
pavement of the piazza ; the railing of the back steps requires to be thoroughly 
repaired, and two uprights added to each, fastened to the steps ; one hundred 
and twenty-two feet of bricked gutter to be laid, to lead the water out of 
the barrack-yard ; a -slope of eight feet long by ten in breadth, of brick 0:1 
edge in mortar, to be laid at the barrack-gate ; a number of the shutters want 
easing, and eight pair of jcalousie window-shutters, similar to those already 
hung, are wanted ; sixteen panes of glass, and two dozen chairs, for the mess- 
room. 

Soldiers' Barrack. — One upright, ten feet long ten inches square, is wanting 
in the piazza; a wood gutter to be hung over the steps of ditto, and a brick one 
to lead the water out of the barrack-yard ; a door to the tailor's shop. 
Hospital. — Repairs to three window-shutters. 
Kitchen to be paved with brick in sand. 

Bake-IIouse wants a new oven, eigiit feet by five in the clear; the floor to be 
paved; the space between the window-shutters and the ground to be bricked up, 
and two window-shutters, fifteen feet by four and a half, to be hung with hook 
and eye hinges ; a new trough. 

Washing Shed. — The pavement to be taken up and raised, new laid, and 
lengthened to the corner of the bake-house ; eighteen locks and keys arc- 
wanting, three large and fifteen common ditto ; eigiit bolts and three pair of 
hinges. 

Gaol. — The whole of the wood-work wants two coats of oil-paint, and the walls 
inside whitewashing; the well wants a new rope (ten fathom) and a bucket ; cell 
of the criminals wants a lock and key ; the inside gate wants a lock and key ; the 
lower and upper apartments of the debtors — one door wants repairing, and six- 
teen new locks ; the steps also want repairing. 
Cook-Bcom. — Patching the roof and making a new door to the oven. 

3 A Gaol- 
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Gaol-Office. — The window-shutters want repairing; the store wants aloek and 
key : Estimated expenee, 70c/. 

Stoney-Hill. 

Officers' Old Barrack. — The roof wants patehing ; nineteen windows require 
shutters, seventeen locks, fourteen pair of HL hinges ; plastering, whitewashing,, 
thoroughly repairing the front and back piazzas' floor' and weather-boards, and 
painting the same with two eoats of paint. 

Hospital. — The roof wants repairing ; two new shutters are wanting, and 
others repairing, as also the weather boards on the east side, two pair of hinges, 
and painting the new work; a new guard-house is wanted, as also a new 
neeessary. 

Soldiers' Centre Barrack wants three new door-frames, forty pair of new win- 
dow-shutters with hinges, &c. ; the window-frames want repairing, also the iioors 
and platforms; the roof wants patching; the stone and briek wall about the door, 
window-frames, and steps, want repairing; the walls want plastering; the piazzu 
wants twelve new shutters ; the door and weather-boarding to the front piazza 
want whitewashing and painting, and the window-shutters also require paint- 
ing ; five new uprights to support the piazza, eight feet nine inehes long, and 
seven and a half inches thick, are likewise required. 

South Barrack. — South wall to be rebuilt; new gutters to the roof and some 
shingles are wanting : Estimated expenee, 1742/. 
Montego-Bay. 

Great Barrack, No. 1. — The whole building wants painting and whitewash- 
ing, and three windows, with folding jealousies, to be made in three officers 
rooms at present insufficiently aired, some repairs are wanting in the roof; 
twenty-three platforms to be repaired, and a new one to be made ; eight arm- 
raeks, fifteen doors and three hanging-shelves to be repaired, as also five door- 
frames, ten window-frames, and thirty -nine jealousies.; one new door, twenty- 
four new door-hinges, twelve locks and keys, and two panes of glass, wanting; 
ten stone-steps and two rails to be replaeed ; the soldiers' necessary wants a 
thorough repair; some repairs to the kitchen hearths, guard-room, horse-stable, 
and provision-store, likewise some trifling repairs about the bakehouse. 

Artillery Barrack, No. 2. — Some repairs about the roof and floor ; repairing 
one door-frame and supplying hinges, bolts, and bars ; whitewashing the walls 
and~painting the wood-work. 

N. B. This barrack, at some distanee from No. 1, and lower down the hill, 
is in want of a neeessary and eook-room. 

Hospital. — Patching the roof and repairing the valley ; whitewashing the 
walls ; the kitchen ought to be boarded up to the roof, and the floor requires 
paving with brieks in sand ; some repairs in the floor of the necessary. 

N. B. A dead-house, of about 12 feet square, is wanting. 

Convalescent House requires some repairs about the jealousies, door-frame and 
door, and shingling, part of the wall where they have been torn down white- 
washing. 

Artillery Store. — Some repairs in the roof, and replaeing a beam broke in 
blasting the rock. 

Furniture. — Six ehairs repairable, ten wanting to eomplete ; six soldiers deal- 
tables repairable, eight forms ditto, eight forms wanting to eomplete; six 
stretchers to be new eovered with eanvass, twelve new ditto wanting; seven 
water-pails and five iron-pots unserviceable : -Estimated expenee, 500/. 

Maroon- 
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Maroon-Town. 

The cross barraek is in good repair, sixteen forms require repair, twenty-six 

water-pails are wanting ; some slight repairs are wanting to the barracks and the 

roof of the offieers' mess-room : Estimated expenee, 250/. 

Port-Antonio. 

Office)^ Barrack. — A wooden building containing one mess-room, one eap- 

tain and seven subalterns quarters, it is only of about four years standing, and 

indifferently constructed, the roof is too flat, and the rain beats through in every 

direction ; the' only way of obviating this inconvenience is to have it vertically 

■boarded and new shingled, and the weather-side- of the barraek, where there is 

no piazza, shingled seven inch courses, the whole eoated over with boiled tar 

and ochre ; some bolts, hinges, &e. are wanting. 

Fort-House, containing one field offieer and three eaptains quarters, but at 
present oeeupied by the men, wants some slight repairs in the floor of the piazza, 
rails, and steps, plaeing three briek or stone plinths under the prllars that sup- 
port the piazza, and supplying one new one on the first floor ; new hanging one 
door; the roof a eoafof boiled tar and oehre ; also a few hinges, &c. 

Soldiers' Barrack, No. 1. — The roof wants patching and tarring; some trifling 
repairs to the doors, window-shutters, platforms, bolts, and hinges. 
* Soldiers' 1 Barrack, No. 2. — In the condition, and wanting repairs like No. 1; 
No. 5, 6, 8, and 9, that part of the fort whieh encloses the rear of the battery, 
extremely low, narrow, and ill eonstrueted ; the roof rotten, the piazza falling in, 
pillars wanting, floor and platforms in a decayed condition ; No. 10, formerly 
an hospital, now a convalescent house, a wooden building so far decayed as to 
be unworthy of repair. 

Magazine' wants the roof payed with boiled tar and oehre. 

Bakehouse requires a new trough and kneading table ; a kitehen for the of- 
ficers' mess, and eook-room for the men, are wanted; the soldiers likewise want 
a'necessary house, and the one belonging to the offieers requires a slight repair 
in the platform; hanging a door and mending one jealousie; some tar and oehre 
would make those buildings more durable; barrack furniture is wanting for one 
field-officer, four eaptains, and seven subalterns, or eighteen tables and thirty-six 
chairs, and -a set of mess-tables : Estimated expenee, 1000L 
Savanna-la-Mar. 

Gaol, — The wall on the north and west sides must be taken down, and a new 
rail built ; the areh of the steps has given way ; to make a new one — expenee 
of erecting scaffolding, new pointing the walls, finding- materials, &e. the walls 
should be raised three feet and fresh eapped with glass ; the gaol ought to be 
new shingled; the offiee to the gaol wants some repair. 

Barracks. — Clearing the ground round the barracks, recommended by the 
surgeon quartered there, as neeessary to be done for the health of the troops : 
Estimated expenee, ioco/. 

Admiral's Pen. 

House. — Repairing the eastern valleys of the roof; repairing the shingling 
where wanted.; lengthening the gutters of the valleys one foot and a half dear 
of the roof; making a new stair-case upon the samp, plan as the present one ; 
papering the secretary's room ; twelve ineh and a half brass pullies, and twelve 
panes of glass, are wanted ; four new sills and one sash-frame are also wanted. 

Pantry. — New joists and floor. 

Midshipman's Room. — Some repairs to the floor ; throe new window-frames

Housekeeper's Room. — Repairing the ovens and jambs of the grate in the 
kitchen, and two new dressers arc wanted ; the roofs of the negro-iiou'ses need, 
repairing ; the corn-store requires to be brick-nogged round the floors, and 
taking up and closing the boards of the floor; twenty hard-wood posts, three 
inches square and eight feet long, are wanted for railing ; six dead locks are 
wanting ; the fences require to be repaired, to save a heavy expence in case of 
greater decay : Estimated expence, 400/. 

The commissioners beg leave to submit to the house the propriety of direct, 
in"- the receiver general to purchase twelve negroes for the use of the admiral's 
pen, by which means a considerable annual expence for keeping the fences in 
proper order will in future be saved. 

The commissioners have annexed to this report two petitions, with accounts 
to substantiate the same, from messieurs Campbell and M'Intyre, on the subject 
of a contract entered into by them with the board, for putting up the iron-rail- 
ing in Spanish-Town, which they submit to the consideration of the house. 

Should it be the pleasure of the house to order the several repairs and addi- 
tions to the public buildings and barracks recommended in this report, it will 
be nceessary that the sum of 10,000/. should be placed at their disposal, to 
enable them to carry such order into. effect, and to provide for any unforeseen 
emergencies which may arise in the course of the ensuing year. 

The commissioners have also annexed sundry accounts for work done by order 
of the sub-committees, without the sanction of the board, amounting to thesura 
of 499/. lbs. 3-|-c?. and they recommend to the house to order payment of the 
same.

Tliey have gone through the examination of such of the colleeting constables 
as were considered under the order of the house, and found only the collecting 
constable for the parish of St. James subjeet to eensure, against whom, the re- 
cciver-general has been direeted to proceed. 

The reeeiver-general has laid before the commissioners the letters reeeived 
by him from fifteen eolonels of l-egiments, agreeably to the message sent by the 
house to the commander in ehief on the ist of November last, by which it an. 
pears very little is to be expeeted from that source ; but there are still wanting 
returns from the colonels of the Vere, Trelawny, Portland, and Port-Royal re- 
giments of foot, and the western and midland division of horse. 

The commissioners were happy that the situation of the publie funds enabled 
them to direet the receiver-general to pay off 79,50a?. of the publie debt, bear- 
ing an interest of 8 per cent, and to aeeomplish this desirable objeet they exer- 
eised the power vested in them by law, and borrowed the sum of 40,000/. on 
certificates bearing an interest of 6 per cent, payable 1st September, 1807.

we have ever experienced under your majesty's most auspicious reign, to repre- 
sent to your majesty that, in times of war, we cannot, without a permission of 
this intercourse with the American States, procure the articles of lumber neces- 
sary for carrying on the business of our plantations, and for packages to convey 
the various produce of the colony to the markets of Great-Britain and Ireland, 
nor the provisions wanted for our own subsistence, but more especially so for 
that of our negroes, besides the accommodation which your majesty's forces on 
this station, both by sea and land, derive from thence ; that the British North- 
American colonies cannot furnish these supplies ; and that, in time of war Bri- 
tish vessels and British seamen cannot be procured to carry on this trade. 

" Permit us, august sire, while we presume to lay before you these our most 
humble and earnest solicitations for the continuance of this 'intercourse, to ex- 
press our fullest confidence that it only requires to make known to your majesty 
the grievances of your faithful and loyal subjects, however distant from the seat 
of empire, when your royal and paternal regard will direct the proper relief.

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By the most authentic documents it is proved that West-India goods constitute nearly one-third 
cftne whole value of imports into Great-Britain, and upwards of one-thud of the exports, accord- 
ing to the official rates taken at the custom-house. 

That these estimates are in some instances erroneous, being- formed on prices settled many years 
since, and not bearmg an adequate relation to the present value of the articles, must be admitted • 
but this objection of inaccuracy applies to the whole of the official accounts, and operates an-dnst 
rather than for this valuable branch of our commerce, as prices of West-India goods are in -eneral 
much under-rated. ° ° 

The articles imported into Great-Britain from Europe are chiefly consumed by the inhabitants, 
and must be paid tor by tne staples of the country, the produce of its industry, or by specie 

The imports from the West-Indies add to the national funds for the discharge of such demands 
by furn.s.nng articles of barter, interfering with no one commodity the production of the mother- 
country supplying toe raw materials for its manufactures, which are exported with enhanced value 
after affordmg employment and bread to millions, and in effect create that balance of trade in 
favour of Great-Bntum, without which it could not exist, or support its rank in the scale of nations.

THE members of assembly being met, according to proclamation, Mr. Hwem ,, 
Grant and Mr. Stewart (of Trclawny) waited on his honour the lieutenant- 
governor, and acquainted him therewith.

general Nugent , dated February 27 , 1805. 

' I have the honour to acquaint you that certain information has been re- 
ceived here of the arrival at Martinique, on the. 21st instant, in forty days from 
Rochefort, of a French fleet, consisting of one three-decker, four 74-gun ships, 
three frigates, two brigs, and one schooner, in all eleven sail, under the command 
of the French admiral Missicrsi, stated to have on board between four and five 
thousand men, commanded by chef de division La Grange. On the evening of 
the same day they made sail for Dominica, and on the 25th instant I received 
an official account from that island of their arrival there, and that troops were 
landing from them in twelve boats 'at Point Michael : An action had commenced 
on shore with our troops, the event I have as yet had po account of: From the 
zeal and ability of brigadier-general Prevost', who commands there, I look for 
every possible exertion, but from his limited force I can hardly expect he will be 
able to save the town of Roseau ; however, retiring to Prince- Rupert's, I trust he 
will be able to maintain the sovereignty of the island until reinforcements arrive. 
Commodore sir Samuel Hood (who sailed from this yesterday, to watch the mo- 
tions of the enemy) and myself considering it of importance that you and sir 
John Thomas Duckworth should have information of the arrival in these seas of 
this armament, I have dispatched the sloop Agent, EdwardMills, master, with 
this letter, and one to sir John Thomas Duckworth, for that purpose, as, from 
. their attacking so minor an object as Dominique, we arc led to suppose they 
may afterwards proceed to leeward ; and, lest their sailing from France might 
not be known in England, or, at all events, that their destination may be doubt- 
ful, I yesterday dispatched the Nelly army schooner, a fast-sailing vessel, with 
an account of their arrival in this country, to carl Camden, and sir Samuel 
Hood has written by her to the lords of the admiralty. 

' Should any thing further occur as to the operations of the enemy, which 
may be requisite to communicate to you and to sir John Thomas Duckworth, 
you may rest assured I will inform you of it without delay, in the same manner 
us I now do." 

' I have just heard by a neutral arrived this morning, that on Sunday last the 
24th instant, at day-light, making this island, he saw seven sail steering for Mar- 
tinique, two of which he is certain are two-deckers ; he thinks them all of the 
line ; although he speaks positively, I do not give him implicit credit.' 

' Extract of a letter from lieutenant-general sir William Myers to lieutenant- 
general Nugent, dated Barbadoes, 18th March, 1805. 

' Since my last by the packet, the intelligence i have received of the enemy's 
proceedings are as follows : 

' By a letter from Dominica, of the 13th instant, it appears that they sailed 
to Montserrat, Nevis, and St. Kitt's ; that at those places they have taken or de- 
stroyed alJ the shipping, and have returned to Guadaloupe, and when last seen 
were at anchor at Basseterre. What will be their next object it is impossible to 
sav, but their operations seem to be directed chiefly against the most defence- 
less property in this part of the world, a pursuit not most highly honourable to 
the conduct of soldiers. Our convoy, that has been detained here for some 
days for want of certain information, proceeds under convoy of the Elk sloop 
this evening. Commodore Hood is still to leeward, but where I do not know. 
The impatience I experience for the, appearance of a British squadron is indeed 
.very great.'

« A Sensible fellow, wno, being a Maltese, now considers himself a British 
subject, arrived here last week from Cuba, with a small cargo of fustic and lig- 
numvitye : I. have known hint many years. 

« As we were looking for several of our free-port traders with mule?, which 
are much wanted, and as they have licences transmitted them, we inquired of 
this man what detained them ■, he answered, they are ali embargoed in a stricter 
manner than they ever had any former experience of; that the orders from Old 
Spain are of a severer nature than usual ; that they have lately reached all thn 
ports on the south side. He says they have amongst them a proclamation of tk: 
Spanish government, stating that if it was not for their high sense of their na- 
tional honour, they shouid direct all the English they met with to be treated as 
pirates, &c. &c. lie adds,' that there are at St. Jago de Cuba one sixty-gun 
ship, one of fifty, two frigates, and four guarda-costas ; that six privateers sailed 
before him, and he knew of thirteen more to follow, but the chief officer at 
St. Jago will not allow them to man their vessels there, so they are obliged to 
drop to leeward, where they pick up as many French as Spaniards ; that he is 
very sure a most unusual activity will prevail, as " the damned French are at 
the bottom of it." Me swears the proclamation is nothing else but Bonaparte's 
proclamation. He seems afraid to return.*

Mr. Speaker reported that the house had attended his honour the lieutenant- 
governor, and presented their address, to which his honour was pleased to re- 
turn an answer, of which Mr. Speaker said he had, to prevent mistakes, obtained 
a. copy ; and the same being read, was ordered to be entered, and is as follows : 

" Mr. Speaker, and gentlemen of the assembly, hu honour's answer, 

" / feel highly gratified by this address. The sentiments of 
approbation which you are pleased to express of my conduct during 
the late period of martial law are extiemely flattering to me, but 
my duties were rendered easy by the. great zeal which teas mani- 
fested by the militia and the inhabitants generally, to assist my views 
for the defence of this important colony, and most particularly by 
the experience and able advice of the general officers immediately 
next in command to me. Be assured that as long as his majesty 
shall think proper to continue me in my present high and responsi- 
ble situation, I shall ever keep in sight your commercial and agri- 
cultured interests, so essential to the prosperity of the island." 

The 
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The engrossed memorial and representation to Lis honour the lieutenant-go- 
vernor, on the subject of the American intercourse, was read in the words fol- 
lowing : 

" Jamaica, ss. 

" To his honour lieutenant-general Nugent, lieutenant-governor and com- 
mander in chief in and over this his majesty's island of Jamaica, and the 
territories thereon depending in America, chancellor and vice-admiral of 
the same, 
" The memorial and representation of the assembly of Jamaica, 
" Sheweth, 
» That on acknowledging the independence of the United States of North- 
America, his majesty's then ministers thought it would be proper to deprive 
them of the benefits they had derived from their intercourse with the West-Indian 
islands whilst they composed part of the British dominions. 

" That the inhabitants pf Jamaica have ever been anxious to promote the 
commercial prosperity ancl augment the naval strength of the empire but on 
this occasion they represented that nature had denied to this island the means 
of subsisting its population, whilst their industry was directed to tne cultivation 
of those staples which alone rendered it a valuable appendage to the mother- 
country, and that it was destitute ofjnany articles of the first necessity, in pre- 
paring our produce for exportation. They submitted that Great-Britain, with 
all her remaining dependencies in North- America, eould not supply the lumber 
required for buildings and packages' in the towns and on tne plantations, or tie 
provisions absolutely necessary for the existence of the inhabitant!, and that 
they could not be procured from the United States in sufficient abundance, un- 
less the importation should be permitted in their own vessels. 

" The clearest facts, the most obvious consequences, were disregarded, chiefly 
through delusive misrepresentations from the settlers in the remaining British 
colonies in North-America, who flattered themselves with acquiring immense 
wealth bv a monopoly of an extensive market, which they knew must be scan- 
tily supplied After some intermediate relaxation, the intercourse was at length 
confined to British vessels, navigated according to law. Putting the loss and 
destruction of property out of question, to this country the result was terrible : 
It is briefly stated in a report of a committee of this house, on the subject of the 
slave-trade, which never has been and never can be controverted: 

« We decline,' say the committee, < to enlarge on the consequences which 
followed, least wc may appear to exaggerate, but having endeavoured to com- 
pute with as much accuracy as the subject will admit, the number of our slaveS 
whose destruction may be fairly attributed to the unfortunate measure of inter- 
dicting foreign supplies (whilst the country was suffering under internal calami- 
ties) we hesitate not, after every allowance for adventitious causes, to fix the 
whole loss of lives at fifteen thousand. This- number we firmly believe to have 
perished of famine, or of diseases contracted by scanty and unwholesome diet, 
between the latter end of 1780 and the beginning of 1787.' 

•» Such 
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" Such was- the'waste of life at which the first experiment was made for secur- 
ing to Great-Britain the carrying trade between Jamaica and the United Stiles of 
North-America. With the' charity of Christians, and Ioya.ty which oppression 
-could not alienate, the assembly werewillmg to suppose that the consequences 
-of the measures adopted were not intended or foreseen ; and they are brought 
'forward as a defence against new calumnies, and not- as a subject of recrimina- 
tion, for the destruction of their' property. 

" It is to be recollected that this trial was made, not only in the time of pro- 
found peace, but commenced at the termination of the American war, when a 
- redundancy of shipping, seamen, and capital, in the mother-country, were ready 
for any new or advantageous commerce ; when a great addition of active and 
enterprising adventurers were poured into the remaining British colonies of 
North-America, solicitous to profit by a speculation which their misrepresent- 
ations had contributed to set on foot. 

" Finally, however, it was admitted'tobe vain to contend against the decrees 
■ of Providence, which had condemned New-Brunswick and Nova-Scotia to per- 
petual sterility, and shut up all intercourse with Canada for more than half the 
year. When these provinces applied to the legislature of the mother-country 
'for, and were allowed, liberty to import lumber and provisions from the United 
States, it was thought impossible that statesmen could listen to an application ' 
for rendering the supply of half a million of British subjects subservient to their 
-blind and indecent avarice. 

" Although the expectations of the inhabitants of Nova-Scotia, New-Bruns- 
~Wick, and Canada were completely defeated, it must be acknowledged that the 

profit of the carrying trade betwixt the United States of North- America and the 
-British West-India colonies was for a time secured to the British ship-owners. 

They were computed to get about 245,000/ sterling annually, and perhaps the 
■inhabitants of this country only paid about double the freight which the articles 
' Tiorild have cost if imported in American vessels ; this, however, was during peace. 

'" When' the late war with*. France commenced, notwithstanding the immense 
superiority of Great-Britain by sea, and the advantages of an established and 
regular intercourse, the national shipping gradually disappeared. The in- 
- creasing exigencies- and diminished supplies induced the right honourable the 
earl of BJcarres to assume' the responsibility of providing for the wants of the 
country, confided to his care, by opening the ports of this island to American 
shipping. 

" By this wise and necessary measure a second famine was averted, and durin«- 
a period of great difficulty the agricultural capital of the country has been pret 
served, and the planters looked forward to better times to disencumber them- 
selves from the debts affecting it. 

" It is our painful duty to represent that, by recurring to the system of restric- 
tion formerly tried, the same consequences must follow with inevitable certainty. 
The capital and labour employed in raising staples for exportation, so import- 
ant to the commerce and navigation of the mother-country, must be applied to 
raise food for our subsistence, and, in certain situations, to procure substitutes 
for lumber. 
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« Yjgty, • ■ --. .-t with the state of the island must admit that obtain- 

in >'r them i- nU practicable in the best cultivated districts; but, were it other- 
wise, the shipping- of the empire would be materially diminished by attempting 
to engross the carrying trade between the island and America. This intercourse, 
is in its nature unchangeable. 

" On the part of the North-American states our staples might be dispensed 
with, b .-cause they are luxuries, and can also be supplied from other parts of 
the world ; but our demands from them arc for necessaries the most essentia!, 
snvJ only become. greater in proportion to our industry and the increase of our 
cultivation : We shall take two periods, very distant from each other, to gbew 
their nature and extent : 

" The schedule, No. i, contains an account -of the imports from North-Ame- 
rica into the British West-India islands 'in 1771, 1772, and 1773 : It is on the 
authority of Mr. Stanley, -secretary to the commissioners of the customs,, and ' 
discriminates what was supplied by the territories now forming the United States 
from what was. furnished by the British provinces. The articles composed ona 
thousand two hundred cargoes annually, and were estimated to be of the value 
of 720,000/. sterling, or i,oo8,occ/. Jamaica currency; but, as many of the 
vessels made two and sometimes three' voyages within the year, the ..number did 
not exceed five hundred and thirty-three, and the seamen employed were about 
three thousand three hundred and ninety-nine. 

" The schedule, No. 2, exhibits a similar account for the years 1802, 1803, 
and i2o4, J'rom the returns of .the naval officer., .made, to this house, of the .im- 
portations from the United States and the British dominions in North-America, 
and distinguishes the proportions imported in American and in British bottoms. 
A valuation is added on the authority of members of this house of great com- 
mercial experience and respectability : It will be found 1,249,073/. currency. 

" The schedule, No. 3, contains an account of our exportation to North- 
America from the same authorities. 

" As might be expected, it will be found from these authentic documents 
that the increased cultivation of Jamaica. calk for a supply of greater value than 
-was required by all the British islands in -the first period, and, that of this supply 
less than one-twelfth part comes from his majesty's colonies in North- Americ;', 
and that six-seventh parts of what we procure from the United States is imported 
•in their own shipping ; We shall admit, however, that the number of vessels 
mentioned by Mr. Stanley now carries the increased supply ; and it will be 
i'ound that four hundred and fifty-six additional British vessels., navigated -by 
two thousand eight hundred and sixty-two seamen, must enter immediately into 
the American, trade, to prevent the absolute ruin of this country.^ 

" No person in the least acquainted with commerce but must admit that 
twice'that number will be requisite, if our wants are intended to be answered 
by means of ships making a circuitous voyage once a year from Great-Britain. 

" Situated as the mother- country is at present, we do not hesitate to affirm 
that neither shipping nor seamen can be spared for carrying-on and protecting 
. this commerce until the return of peace. % 

" We 
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• We have hitherto regarded matters in the most' favourable view, as if ve 
1 the quantity of provisions usual at this season of the year, and without 
a prospect of interruption to the intercourse ;. the facts, however,, are extremely 
different. From a scanty harvest in America, and a great demand from Spain, 
the importations have been less than common, whilst the expenditure has been 
augmented by drawing the militia from their homes, and collecting pioneers 
and working parties during "the present martial law. 

" From the best information, collected by inquiries under authority, on the 
proclamation of martial law, it is ascertained that there then was not flour to 
%od that portion of the -inhabitants who depend on it for subsistence for two 



weeks, and we have no reason to believe that the- stock 



is now greater. In 
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about thirty days the expectation of all additional supply must be given up. When 
the imperious cravings of absolute famine may arrest attention" it will be too 
late to administer relief. ■ Lr-the' hurricane months few. American vessels adven- 
ture 'in these latitudes, and the winter frosts- lock up many ports of the United 
States from which we are supplied. 

" We trust that we have been fortunate enough to impress your honour with 
a true sense of the situation of this country, for if ever there was a case calling 
for the sound exercise of that discretion with which his most gracious n ' 
has entrusted you, we humbly-subniit that case now exists'here. 

" No means can be pointed out for carrying on an intercourse admitted to 
be indispensable at all times, proved to be now peculiarly so, from causes which 
his majesty's ministers conldnot foresee, but which are fully disclosed to your 
honour. . 

" No benefit can accrue to Great-Britain, Or to the empire at lar^e, from the 
salamities which will be brought upon this country. 

" We admit the responsibility which your honour must assume in exercising 
the high prerogative which our most benevolent sovereign has delegated to you 
for the purpose of protecting his faithful people from partial evils, arising oht 
of well-intended general regulations': But we humbly call your honour's atten- 
tion to the higher responsibility which will attach on declining to dispense the ' 
blessings which his majesty meant to be communicated to his loyal subjects here. 
• f ■' From all these considerations we rely that your honour will, without delay 
give directions for continuing this most important intercourse on its present 
footing for six months after the expiration of the time limited by the present 
order of the privy council, or until his majesty's pleasure shall be known."

port of the several detachments and working parties that are now engaged. 

' In order to obtain what has been required upon the best terms, and most for 
the interest of the country and the service, we have become bound to pay rea- 
dy money for all the articles that we have purchased, and indeed they could not, 
in the present times, be obtained on any other terms, unless M'e were to proceed 
to measures that would be extremely hurtful to our feelings, and highly injurious 
to individuals.
